Gentlxmen : In accordanoe with the requireineiite of ddo^tion 67 ohap- 
ter 10; reyised statutes, I have the honOr to strbmit the following 



REPORT. 

The strife for national integfity, whioh has raged so fearfully during 
the year under review, has completely overshadowed other interests. Its 
din has reached every school district in this State, even those farthest re- 
in oved from the scenes of its activity. 

Intelligent and active supporters of the Public School have very natu- 
rally gone to the field of conflict. Many of our best teachers, adding to 
their teaching the weight of example, are now found in the ranks battling 
manfully for the country whose best interests they had labored so zeal- 
ously to advance in the more quiet school room. School officers stand side 
by side with their former employers. Older pupils, who have given char- 
acter to the schools, have followed their loved teachers. Many others 
have been needed at home during the absence of father or brother. 

Business of all kinds has suffered. Prospects of increased taxation 
have warned the prudent to be careful of present expenditures. Publio 
attention has been fixed upon the one all absorbing topic. 

Under such circumstances, it would not be a matter of surprise 
should school interests be neglected, and the cause of poptilar education 
go backward. 

If, with such obstacles to progress, the ground already attained be 
firmly held, the friends of the cause may take courage. With what joy 
tnen should we hail the announcement that in in many respects an actual 
advance has been made. For proof this assertion^ I refer you to tbe

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T6 those who hare •^en in the hdbJt of stndyhig carefully the statijstical, 
part of the superintehdent's report, new items will appear, In some* 
instaneeg they are made to supplant old and familiar item?. The neW 
faces introduced were very much needed to make the circle complete. 
Some old acquaintances have heen dropped because no longer profitable, 
others because their places could be supplied with more trust-worthy 
friends. ^Blanks were prepared in iauch a manner as fo simplify the la- 
bors of the district clerks. Of obe item only there seems to have beeb 
an almost entire misapprehension. There is so little reliance to be placed 
upon the reportis on account of this misapprehension, that this item is 
entirely omitted for this year. It will be made^lain another year. Sjueh" 
remarks as are necessary to a thorough understanding of the several items 
in the summary; will be found under their appropriate heads. 

Two towns only— Chambers Island of Door county, and Peru of Dunn 
county— have failed to make their report, a smaller number than during 
any previous year. Last year there were five unreported towns. The 
number ^f school ohildnen in the two towns not reported, were in 1861 
but 52. ' ■ ' 

School Districts. — The. member of districts reported last year was 3,762, 
^nd 1,792 parts of districts. The whole number of districts (reckoning 
2J parts as equal to one district) was then 4,55$. During the year there 
has been an increase of 25 whole districts, and, a decrease of 28 parts of 
districts, making an actual increase of 13 distijicts only during the year. 
The present number is 4,571. The increase nday all be absorbed by the 
number of districts belonging to the 3 towns not reported last year but 
reported this year. The actual increase of districts cannot exceed 6^ or 
6 at any rate. In previous reports I have urged the abandonment of joint 
districts for reasons that have been sufficiently set forth. The past two 
years have dhawn eontmendstble progress in the right direction. The joint 
districts of the state were, two years ago, neatly 20 per cent, of the whole 
number. They are now considerably less than 17 per cent.. To show 
that my rea-sons for encouraging the abi^ndonment' of the joint -district' 
system are well founded, I will here repeat What I have before stated. 
The number of appeals to this department for the adjustment of difficul- 
ties in connection with- the * formation and alteration of joint districts' 
bears a very large disproportion to the whole number. Joint districts con- 
stitute but 17 per cent, of the whole numbet' of districts. Of the 78 ap- 
peals decided by this department during three years past, 34 or nearly 44 
per cent, have related to joint districts. ^ 

Examination of the correspondence of this department for the same time 
upon matters never reaching the point of a formal appeal would show 
as great a disproportion. It is safe to assert that the difficulties growing 
out of joint district organizations more than counterbalance the advanta- 
ges, except in the very few cases, where the features of the country ren- 
der any other organization impossible. 

In the older counties, school districts are generally smaller than is con- 
sitstent with their efficiency or with economy. According to the census 
of 1860 the number of acres improved in the state was a little less than 
3,750,000. The average to each district is but 820 acres, or a little over 
one and one quarter sections of improved land to each school district. — 
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The average val^a^on of each district, accQrdii\g to the same oenfiUB, is 
lesstlian 1(40,600. Tho average number of pupils entitled to school 
privileges is but 64. From the grand total of valuation aDd ^population 
take that of the dties and larger villages, and the average will be very 
nuiteriallj reduced. Making all due allowance for spf^rsity of pop'ulation 
and the absolute necessities of the newer portions of pur state, it can not 
be denied that the average should even now be larger than it is in both 
property and population. Economy and efficiency ^ike demand the grad- 
ual elevation of this average. The average for the countr j districti 
shouid not be leas than that for the whole state when the cities and vil- 
lages, are embraced. There must be small and feeble schools in sparsely 
settled districts. But they need not be kept small and feeble as is too 
often the case by a generota givmg away of their natural increase. Qen- 
erovs^ giving is sometimes the offspring of pure selfishness. I very much 
fear that school districts are often crippled through the unwillingness of 
the people to make their accommodations agree with their needs* To 
spe a present penny, the means of securing two pence hereafter is some- 
times foolishly thrown away. The work of consolidation seems to have 
begun. The increase of districts in numbers is not at all commensurate 
with the increase of population. In this fact I find much cause for re- 
joicing. I trust that the many small districts formed to favor the whima 
or caprices of individuals or of neighborhoods, may be so united as to 
subserve the general interests of the people and of the state. Petty 
jealousies should not stand in the way of the geneial good. 

It would be far better for our schools, were the present district system, 
sp,i|9odified a^ to have each township constitute one district with as many 
sub-districts as the wants of the people would require. The interests of 
the several sections of a town are generally identical, while their modes 
of advancing their interests may be and often are as varied as seifishness 
and jealousy can make them. Each section organized as an independent 
h 4|9tr^tmust necessarily follow the will of its own majority. This ma- 
jority may in somo instances be inimical to the public school, and thus 
deprjive a large minority of privileges which they would gladly secure for 
theiQ^elves, and which they might secure could they be united with the 
more liberal majorities of other sections of the town. If majorities were 
always with the right, or always acted for the public good, this plea need not 
be made. It may be urged on the other hand, that an enlightened ma- 
joritjr of one section may be overborne by the less liberal yet larger ma- 
jorities of other sections of the town. This is admitted, but it is believ- 
ed that such cases would be comparatively rare^ and the greatest good 
of the ^greatest number should be our motto. In point of economy, I 
doul)^ not the township system would be far. preferable to the present 
system. More time of better officers would naturally be secured. It 
wpu]d secure facilities for gradation nojb now poss^ssedi and give to each 
town a central high school of easy access to all who would be fitted to 
enter such a school. The finances could be be more economically man- 
aged. Teachers could be thus furnished with permanept employment by 
a slight chajQge of location, from term to term, and in many instances the 
inhabitants would be better accommodated by such aii arrangement. Thp 
management of the schools could thus be made more uniform, an4 their 
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a separate organization, whose trustees should have the general j^i^j^^j 
supervision of the schopl^house ai^d otli^er property^ and at the same time 
visit and inspect thie school of their sub-district. The presidents of the 
several local boards of trustees might form a board for ttie general man^ 
agement of the schools of the town, designating some of their number 
as agents for the emrplgyment of teachers,, and to act as trustees of the 
high school. The state may not be ready for the full operation of such 
a plim, but it can never enter upon it at a more favorable time. Each 
year of delay wears the ruts deeper in the old track, and makes a chang^ 
more difficult. 

Were each township a district we should have this year but two unre- 
ported districts for the whole state. As it is ^here are 220 unreported, 
or nearly five per cent, of the whole number. Many district clerks are 
verv careless in this respect, and I know of rip better remedy than tQ 
make each district cletk personally liable for any loss to the district 
through his carelessness or neglect. At the time for making the annual 
reports the state was aglow with excitement incident to the raising of 
large numbers of troops for the country's service. This will no doubl 
account for the increase in the number of unrep9rted districts over ijj^\ 
of the year previous, Taking all the circumstances into consideration, it 
is encouraging that so few failures h&ve occutte^. 

Every district and eveiy part of a district is reported from the cbtM, 
ties of Ashland, Douglas; Iowa, Juneau, Kenosha, LaPointe, Milwtftike*, 
Ifalwbrth and Wood.

The apportibnment of the state fund is made upon the basis of the 
niim1»er of children reported. Towns having unreported districts fail to 
secure the share of money te which their population would entitle tfaetti; 
while other and less deliUqueut towns prom by this failut^. It ih, thert^^ 
fbre, a matter of pecuniary' interest to the whcie town, that' every dis€H6t 
be fully and fairly rAportedv Sonli^ aufthority shbuld be' g^ven to 'thd 
town clerk to secure sUch a result. ' , ' 

School Children,— the yfhoh number is 308,066; males 157,138/ fe- 
males 150,918. Excess of males 6,220. The difference in number be-' 
tween the sexes is gradually diminishing as the state grows older. It is 
this year 20per cent, less than last, aha more than 45 per cent}. less than 
for 1860. The number of children is very nearly 3 pei? cent, ^eater than 
last year. In the counties of Adams, Ashland, Brown, CWumet, pouglai^ 
Green Lake, Kewaunee, Marquette, Portage arid Wausliara, there has 
been a decrease in the number of children reported.

'School Attendance. — La my... last rapoxi 1 submitted a table showing- 
t]|e per centage(of. unregistered pupils for each year> since ithe organization 
of the State. The average per centage was shown to be 36^ while that of 
1861 was 35. This year the reports show nearly 38 per 9pi^t of the chi^- 
^ren . entitled, to. school pjrrvilege? abseiyt ail the 'iiif\^. Out of ^08,i)66 
persons between four and .tw^pty years, .o^ age, 1^6,680 'b»v0iiot entered 
the school room for a.^ngleM^y durii^ge the entire year. Making all due 
aUowanfie for inaccuracy of repqrts^, for the number reckoned as pupils, 
whp are attending priyate and select schools, cither denominational^ or 
otherwise] for those rwhp are ne^isssarlly abseijit. by reason of sickness, or. 
some physical disabiiity ; for those who are absent in tneir country's ser- 
vice, £ind for those who are, needed at home in the place of absent fath« 
en» ojrbrpthers ; fqr thpse, who in the sohool of the artisan^ or the mer- 
chant, are still pursuing some branch of study, outside of the sphool 
joom-7-the abseiice of ^o large a number of xjhildren from the school with- 
out any excuse other than the carelessnesis or indifference of parents, is 
startling. ; ,It cannot be doubted that more*, than half the absentees might 
be tegular attendants upon our public schools.. Ai^y person, at all obser- 
vant, may find in the streejts of our cities and villages a larger number of 
boys than he can find in thfe sctool rooms. That a larger proportion of 
ehiMren might attend the public schools than are actually found t^ere, is 
evident from the fact that such results are really attained in some of the 
counties, mainly agricultural, and sparsely settled. For example — * 

Adams county shows biit 8 per cent of absentees. Columbia but 12^ 
percent. Wood but 16 percent. Portage 17 percent. Trempealeau 
18 per cent. 

Kewaunee ooUnty which is as \^ell situated «s any of the above, if we 
except Columbia, shows but little less than 75 per cent of ab8en4iee8. Mil* 
waukee county, which is well provided with school houses, and furnishes, 
generally, good school facilities, has fcttt little more than one-third of her 
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school children actually registered as attendants ^ven for the smallest 
povtion of th« time. - The &cilities afforded by Sj(ilwaakee county • for 
private instruction will not by any means account for the disparity be- 
tween herself and Columbia county. It is not to te expected that Urge 
cities will compare favorably with rural districts, but our expectations 
will not diminish the danger to which we are exposed in consequenc^ of 
absenteeism. . There is nothing from which ouc nation has so much to 
fear ds ft-om igiiciratnce and; its invariable companioiis. Could we find in 
active lift as citizens those who passed their minority in perfect idleness, 
and who during this period were entirely unmoved' by any and all influ^ 
ences that surrounded them, so that they attained their majority as mere 
soulless ciphers, destitute of all power either for good or evil, the danger 
woujd be great^^and tha loss to the country ,inc£^lculable. But this Aiay 
never be.^ :/^ An idle man's brain is the Pevil^s woiikshop/' Every peo- 
ple: on eiaapth had' fell' the force of this truth. This ^tate; will ^ot be aU 
exception. If we remain indifferent to this crying evil, we are slumber- 
ing upon the side of a volcano, which may at any moment burst forth find 
overwhelm us. We may not balance forces, and trust to the fact thfit a 
majority is being trained to support the right, ^he vicious are n^ore 
watchful, and^ in. unguarded moments may overpower their morpnuniet- 
OTIS, but less vigilant neighbOTS. I know of but onei evil; mor^ destruijpive 
than this under consideration. It is thhi of irregularitr/ of attendance. 
Responsibility is proportioned to knowledge. Those who know t^eir 
duty and do it not are to be beaten with many ^tripes. !Pruanci/ is a 
wor«e.evU than aimn^eeUm. . It is generally practised by those who have 
clearer light arid more Influence. Some of the' evils resulting from ab- 
sence from the school room, may be in part counteracted by the good 
influences surrounding the pupil during his attendance upon school. This 
will, however^ affect the extent rather than the quality of the evil. \ 

The table appended will show. the condition, of, counties as reported in 
respect to regularity of attendance. The average is ^hown to be 64 ipet 
cent of those enrolled. This average is hardly high enough. If several 
counties, which are but partially reported, be remqved from the list, ^the 
average would without doubt reach 7.0 per cent. It must be remembeared 
that this does not cover the time lost by tafdmess. The first column 
shows the average lengih of winter schools ;: theseciond column shows |th© 
average length of suinmer ;sohpojs ; the third : cbluinn shows the average 
length of schools for; the yiear ; the foiarth column shows the numbe^ of 
days attendance :p6ssible if every, pupil registered were present evpry 
day. The fifth colxiUin ^hows the aetual attendaricoi and the sixth column 
gives theper centage of punctual attendance. The counties marked Tii[ith. 
a star are those whose reports are manifestly, iiiaperfect. , 
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The per centage of punotual attendance, based upon the whole number 
■of children drawing public money, is but 43. 

Could we visit all the schools of the state, and note those present, we 
should (find the numbers in attendance to be but a little over 132^009. 
The persons that go to make up this number are not always the same, 
The number jiay bQ a fixed quantity but . the persons are variable. To 
make an average of 30 to each ^^hool of the state, nearly 50 pupils are te- 
quired, and a person visiting the school upon two successive days would 
find a large portion of the 30 present: upon the second day to be those 
whose faces were not seen among the 30 of the day previous. At least 
such is my experience. This evil and its remedy may be more fully dis-> 
-cussed hereafter. 

Theiie seems to be bpt little difieteiice,^ to punctuality of attendance 
between summer and winter schools. JThe per centage is nearly TO in 
both cases. TKe ttumbei aetually regUtered during the winter term is 
20,886 greater than the number registered during the summer term. By 
comparison of the statistics of the two terms with the report as to the 
number of different pupils attending during the year, it appears that only 
87,320; 'children attended school both summer and winter terms, leaving 
104,65^ who attended only one term. Subtracting from the number regis* 
tered during the winter term the number attending both terms, we find 
62,466 tpupils attending only the winter school. Subtracting from the 
numbei registered during the summer term the number attendtng both" 
terms we shall find 41,580 pupils attending during the summer term. 

Te(K]lfter$.-^Vtktii the present year we have had no reliable data upon 
^hich to arrive at the number of teachers actually employed in the state. 
I estimated the number last year at 6,000, but the reports of the present 
jear warrant the belief that the estimate was too low. We have reported 
this year, the whole number of teachers employed. Male teachers em- 
ployed dufitkg'tie'Wiiiter temn 2,34d ; ibmales employed during winter 
term 1810 ; male te^achers employed during summer term 418 ; females 
employjBd during summer term 3^462. The aggregate would be 8,039, 
were it | not true that some arC; twice, coijnted.. The same persons are en- 
gaged, in maby inataiicea, during both terms in the same school. The 
number of different teachers Employed las reported by districts, is 7,069. 
A fair calculation divides this number employed, as follows : Males 2,433 ; 
females 4,636.. .Oi ihis nuinber sAne Jiave taught in; different dfatricts 
during different: terms of the year, and, jof course, are twice enumerated, 
so that the actual number, of different teachers employed in the state is 
less thain appeiai^ above, bjit how much: less can n(it now be determined. 

Fron^ the above r^orte, ' some very Interesting facts may be obtained.. 
Nine hundred atid seventy teachers liave found steady employment in the 
same districts during the year. This aj)pears small when compared with: 
the whole number of teachers employed, but is more encouraging when 
considered in connection wifli the fact that, according to the reports, only 
2,228 teachers could have been steadily employed at ali, since there 
were but 418 male teachers eipployed during the summer term, and only 
1,810 females employed, duri&g the wiut^r term. 

In nodiing do I find greater cause forjrejoicing than in the fact that so 
many teachess have entered upon the ^ork as a life work. Assuming 
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that by far the larger t>att!d£ihofte em{»lb5>ed dnitng summer and winter' 
are making teaching their bufiinesfi, we have not far from 2,000 profes- 
sioBal teachers in ' the state, and, as other circumstances indicate, not 
merely those profemng to teachj but earnestj wide awake men and tvomen 
who, not fontent with present attainments, seek every possible opportu- 
nity for improvement. There have been gathered into teachers' insti-- 
tutes and *ass6cijatiqns during the past year, not less than 1,500 teachers.. 
Some hav« remiineld from 1 to 4 weeks in these temporary normal schools,. 
Many others, desiring more specific and longer continued instruction, 
have sought the advantages furnished by the normal departments of the 

ooUege^j.acadjBmies! and high schools of th.e ^tate. These schools have 

been unusually full during the year past. The sale of books pertaining 
to- the work of the teacher has krgeiy increased as- 1 am informed by 
those who, froiii th^ir business, have "every facility" for knowing. 

'Self culture is the teacher's first" duty. 'Thi others

I I* fear* they will not' awake 16 a sense of their situa- 
tion until it is too late. If. they will not keep up. with the advance, they 
must not complain if. they meet with the punishment due, and so gener- 
Bjlly meted out to stragglers.

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The increased aTerage ]MUd ttatotesohilrli tbtring the summer term mvst 
be ae^oiiBted for by the fact that fewer male teachers are employed during 
the sammet term, and generally these are connected with the larger 
sehoorls; Similar ^cts will account for the increased average of wages 
paid ieisaie' teachers daring the winter term. The proportion of wages 
paid our belt teachers when classified as.to.sex, may be ascertained by 
compariDg ihe wages paid male teachers during the summer term with 
Uiose paid female teachers during the winter term. This proportion is 
as ^6 19iMb(ld 61. This difference is greater than it should be. 
Wages paid shoula be in proportion to skill employed and results accom- 
plished. There may be. some slighjt>. modifying circumstances, such as 
spring from social customs or- expenses- of living.. All desirable results, 
save perhaps those which depend for their development exclcEslvely or 
mainly lipojn the influence of the masculine mind upon the pupil, are 
as well secrired byie.male as by male teachers. Nor is this single excep- 
tion of any great weight in the more primary schpols, which constitute the 
larger part of all our schools. Whatever the cause, may be the counties 
having the largest proportion of male teachers do not show a larger or a 
more punctual attendance upon the schools than is found in counties 
w^ere there is a great preponderance of female teachers. The instruction 
imparted by female teachers is without doubt as correct anA, as easily un- 
derstood as that given by male teachers.^ 'Pdcfs will' fliow that the dis- 
cipline in a majority of cases is equally good. I may be met here "^ith 
the remark tjiat many of our female teachers are light headed, trifling 
gfcrls, unfit to^teaeh or. govern a school. It may be so, but it is a sufficient 
answefj^for tl^e purpose of the comparison, to saylhat this class bears no 
larger proportion to the T^hole number than is borne to the whole number 
of male teachers by the uncultivated and often boorish men who some- 
times find employment in school teaching because they can find nothing 
•else to do. It isr of -the whjole number we "speak. The results accom- 
plished, with the^ exiception,tii*eiiti'dtjed",aYe no doubt the same. No one 
will deny that female teachet's show as much skill in the managenen^ of 
a school as do mples. It costs them as much to prepare for their worlr. 

We will consider for a moment the claiin justly set forth by those who 
oppose the eitoplpyment of female to the exclusion of male teachers, that 
by so doing the stronger masculine element is dwarfed, and the education 
tliereby rendered iri^omplete. But in the employment of male to the 
exclusion of female teachers is not the equallv important feiniiiine ele- 
ment of grace and beauty dwarfed, and thereby education rendered in- 
complete? The influence of both is needed, and I know not which to 
"CbU the morcj important. A moment*s reflection therefore will show, that 
to admit the necessity of employing both sexes as teachers, does not 
at all affect the point under discussion, viz : the relative wages paid the 
sexes. So far as results reached and skill employeii are concerned, the 
weight of the argument is against the disparity of wages. Whether 
social-customs and the expense of living would warrant so great a dis- 
parity as exits is doubted. • It is true thai; women cannot earn in other 
employment's M' toutrh' &s meii; but this is of no force ^hen considered 
with referencfe to thi^ subject. In ieackin^, onibd-powfer anA heart power 
are called most itito exercise, hence what- maybe earned in other em- 
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ployments demanditig maMy 'muiseular powfer, should not Be iiade>^ll#' 
standard of compenaation in this. • 

• The social custom, which places the larger share of all incidental et- 
penses to.the charge of the man, has grown out of Courtesy, and should' 
never be made a plea for making Woman's dependence a necessity. The' 
ttile woman scorns such a cburtesy. The true man never urges such a 
plea. ^ .••..•' 

I do not ask for any radical change in social customs, btit I do ask that^ 
in the educational field, laborers should be paid, as in all other fields, in 
proportion to results accomplished. .:...,» 

Those who'labor faithfully should receive the teward of th6 fkithflil. 
It is a very common impression that female teacher* are entitled to fat" 
less pay than males, simply on the ground of their sex. Their ability to* 
teach has nothing to do with the estimate placed upoi their labors. It 
is against this erroneous impression that I would contend, and Urge thi* 
adoption of some system which shall encourage industry and faitlifirf 
86r vice by proportionate rewards. - • . •, 

Demand being equal, the supply regulates the price of labjor.' TMs' 
must be borne in mind in the perusal of the following facts : In th'e-.arf-f 
erages given in the appendix, it appears that Douglas oounty pays the 
highest wages to male teachers during the winter term ; then Wood, Ra- 
cine, Oconto and Clark, in the order named. Fdr summer terms, RMt. 
county pays highest wages to male teachers ;' then Fond du Lac, Di(Mlge' 
and Jefferson, in the order named. ■ \/ ,.i . : 

No county pays male teachers less than an average of $20 p^r BHyttlh/ 
during the winter. Vernon stands lowest, $20 48 ; then Eiohfand, then^

' Of wages paid female teachets during the winter term, Olark bflmntj 
shows the highest average, $23 75, wiiile Adams c6unty shows the Jo^^esii 
average, $13 11^ During the summer term female iteacheifshB^ereoemd: 
the highest average wages in Oconto county, $21 58, and thejldwcist in 
Waushara county, $11 64: In all counties except -Adams, .Waushar»;.» 
Portage, Juneau and Calumet, the average wages paid female teachers in- 
the winter is over $14. The average wages paid female teachera for the 
summer term is above $12 32, except in Waushara, 'Washinfton; Jtich-) 
land, Adams and Walworth. The highest wages paiA in «ny cityr of thof 
state to a male teacher is $100 per month, and the lowest in angr^owh. ii 
|9 per month. . ^ ' . .< 

The highest wages paid any female teacher in this state is rej^ortedjai 
$45 per month, and the lowest $8 per motith. • ., , ./. 

These are the extremes. The wages generally paid are more nearly 
uniform throughout the state than ever before. 

I visited one school during the past year, the teacher of which was la- 
boring without compensation, merely for the love he bore th,ep,oor.ne|gh" 
borhood in which he resided. It was a most praiseworthy act He will 
certainly have his reward. 

APPORTIONMENT FOR 1862. 

Table No. 1, of the appendix shows the appottionment made in Jan# 
last. As was predicted in my last report the apportionment for 1862 wai 

2S8UPT 
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ha^w tbaa th«t for 1861. The money apportioned for 1861 was 
the interest paid upon the school fund from Dec. 20, I860, to 
Jmne: 10, 1861, since. for 1860^ an extra apportionment was made upon 
the ^Othiday of December in accordance with the proTisions of a law passed 
by the legislature of 1860. But 90 per cent, of the income was distributed 
becaQ^e Jtbe law, providing for the establishment of a township library 
fund^ was then in force and demanded the laying aside, for the purposes of 
toWBship libraries, of 10 per cent, of the income from the school fund. 

The apportionment for 1862 embraces all the receipts into tho income 
fund for a full year from June 10th, 1861, to June 10th, 1862, and in 
additipn thereto that part of the township library fund which had in 
years previous been taken from the school fund income* This last item 
amounted to $35,418 08. 

Had the town^ip library law remained in force the amount distributed 
in,'1862, would have been but $103,025 63, or 34j^ cents per scholar. 
With, the additional amount placed to the credit of the income fund by 
the act of the legislature of 1862, which repealed the township library 
la«(,ithe apportionment was swelled to $149,891,, or at the rate oi SOc^ts 
per Boholar. 
' Lhaye been thus explicit in the statements made, that there may be no 

gr^iuad for disappointment during the coming year. The amount has 
beeofiie so smi^ll, that it can. serve only as a stimulus to private exertion. 
Should the whole school fund become at once productive, the inoome 
wo«ldi.not be sufficient to meet half the expenses of the schools. Popula- 
tion . increaaes rapidly. Wealth generally keeps pace with population, 
00 that the ability to sustain good schools increases with the increased 
demand. Tlue absolute amount of money apportioned does not vary so 
msefa from year to year as would appear when viewed in the light of the 
fthymnfc apportioned per scholar. The average for 11 years past is 
|12&^264 per annum, or more than $24,000 less than was apportioned 
dndng the year 1862, while the average apportionment per scholar for the 
same, time is 63^ cents or 13^ cents greater than the apportionment for 
18i€2. The school fund has not kept up with the increase of children. 
Districts that have maintained their old boundaries have received less 
money pee scholar, but more in the aggregate.

By , comparison of this statement with the report of the secre- 
tary of state it will be found that there is an excess in the secretary's 
report of $2,333 08. This excess is accounted for by the fact that of the. 
amount apportioned in 1861, $2,333 08 was not paid to the county treas- 
urers until after the commencement of the fiscal year ending September 
SO,'^1862^ th#i brii^ng this amoant into the tran8acti<»i8.of the year u|i- 
jer re^iew'V*Whloh« jinaperly belonged .to the preoeding year. In others 
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irprds, the secretary's report shows, not the amount apportioned for.afij 
one year, bUt the amount paid out of the treasury upon apportioQiaeiity 
so that unless the amounts apportioned are actually drawn within the 
fiscal year of the apportionment, there will be a discrepancy for that year 
between the books of this department and the books kept in the secre- 
tary's and the treasurer's offices.

The apportionment of each year is ijaade upon the report of the previoua 
year, leaving the .year 1.848 without ap apportjoament. 

The exact amount apportioned for ^ny one tear may therefore be found 
by multiplying the number of children repoj'ted the i year preceding by 
the number of cents per scholar apportioned that year. The apportion* 
ment for 1862, for example, is found by multiplying the number of chil- 
dren reported for 1861, 299,782, by 50, the basis of apportionment for 
1862. 

School Taxes. — The entire school taxes of the State for the year ar^ . 
reported at 8703,262 52. The items may be found in the Summary upon 
page 4. This amount is less than that reported last year by $19,857 73, 
a very small falling off when we consider the general stagnation in busi- . 
ness of almost every kind. The amount levied by county boards upon 
the towns, and by towns upon themselves, exceeds the amount derived 
from the same sources the year preceding by $15,247 18. The amount 
raised by districts for teachers wages also exceeds that of the preceding 
year. by $18,600 82. Thus it will appear that the amount raised for 
teacher's wages is $33,848 00, (or more than six per cent.) greater than 
for the year preceding. There has been a large falling off in money liais- 
ed for the building of school houses, and for all incidental expenses. It 
is wise, T^hen fair school house accommodations already exist, to give 
more attention to furnishing the schools with the living teacher, especial* 
ly at such a time as this.

It will be noticed that the tax bears most heavily upon counties most 
sparsely populated, partly because more money is needed in proportion to 
the scholars, and partly from the necessity of voting a much larger tax 
than is needed on account of the large amount returned delinquent. In 
some of these counties there has been during the year a slight improve- 
ment. Shawanaw county raises the largest tax and Ozaukee county the 
snaallest, relatively. The average is 19 cents less than the year preced- 
ing, which a little more than balances the increased apportionment from 
the school fund. The falling off could not have been in consequence of 
the increased apportionment, since the taxes were levied before the appor- 
tionment was made. Thirteen counties raise a larger amount than the 
year previous. Four counties raise precisely the same amount as wai 
reported for the previous year.

Grant county heads the list in amount raised for maps and apparatus, 
(918 00. Manitowoc county comes next, but raises only $188. Thirteen 
counties raise nothing for these purposes. The average amount raised by 
the remaining 48 counties is only ^66 64. Grant county raises nearly 
33 per cent., of all that is raised in the state for such purposes. 

In the hands of the district officers there has been placed during the 
year more than eight hundred thousand dollars. Were this sum intrust- 
ed to one district board, their management of it would be most zealously 
watched. They would be called to a strict account for its use. Each 
tax-payer in the state would feel a personal interest in the character and 
business ability of the men managing the fund. And yet his real inter- 
est would be no greater than it now is when the same money is placed in 
the hands of moro than forty-five hundred different district boards. The 
Mnount each tax payer must pay is the same in either case, and the inter- 
est he has in its proper expenditure is the same. It is a lamentable &ct, 
that so few acknowledge the truih of these statements. Men of the 
fitarictest integrity should be selected as officers ; men who consult public 
interests rather than their private advantage. Such men should be se- 
lected with the full understanding on their part that they will be held to 
a strict account for the proper discharge of thciir duties. 

In all things it is as poor economy to be niggardly as to be profligate* 
False economy prides itself upon a successful closing of all holes through 
which pennies may slip^ while the eagerness with which these places are 
watched allows dollars to roll out unobserved. This is especially true, 
where the small amount allowed for teachers' wages has absolutely pre- 
cluded the possibility of obtaining a teacher of even moderate ability. 
Money paid an incompetent teacher is worse than wasted. The habitg 
formed by pupils under such instructors are prejudicial to future progre80« 
I have good reason to believe that an enlightened liberality in this re 
spect, begins to appear in all parts of the state. Active efforts must ht 
put forth to keep the flame alive lest it be blown out by the storm that 
sweeps over our land. 

Scliool Somes and School Movse Sites. — The number of sites contain- 
ing less than one acre is but 3,111, 119 less than reported the year pre« 
ceding. Dane county has the largest number of sites less than one acre, 
viz., 179 ; Dodge county has 159 ; Fond du Lac 141 ; Rock 139. There 
18 no county in which all the sites contain an acre or more. Some im- 
provements are made in the matter of inclosure of school house sites. 
The number uninclosed Is still largC; though 79 less than previously re- 
ported. Dane county leads the list of uninclosed sites, 160 ; Grant, 144 ; 
Dodge, 140; Columbia 118. 

There are but 685 school houses without blackboards , a decrease of 
189, or nearly 22 per cent. Of this number Grant county has 46. Fond 
duLac and Vernon come next in order; Ashland, Doughs, Kenosha, La 
Pointe, Milwaukee, Oconto and Racine have no school houses withuttt 
blackboards. A school house without a blackboard must, ere long, ie- 
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oome what it should have been long ago, a cttriositj, cherished as a relic 
of past and darker ages. 

One hundried and forty-six school houses have, during the year, beea 
furnished with outline maps, so that now more than one-third of all the 
«ehool houses of the state are furnished with these valuable appendages. 
Ashland and La Pointe are the only counties in which no school house 
IB reported destitute. Dodge county reports 150 houses without outline 
maps. Dane, Columbia and Grant follow, in the order named. 

The number of school houses reported is less than the number for the 
year previous by 302. This deficiency must arise from the failure of 
KOme districts to report, unless indeed, it be the result of better iudgmetit 
on the part of school officers, who have heretofore reported as st^hool 
bouses, things unworthy the name. Gladly would I accept this latter in- 
tefrp rotation, and I am free to acknowledge that it would give me pleasure 
to record a still greater diminution on that score. The number of eaoh 
ibind, as compared with the year 1861, maybe s^n at a glance, as fbllows :

The (quality of material, of which school houses are built, is not always 
a criterion by which to judge of internal arrangements. I have found 
^ome of fair exterior, that were full of al^ uncleanness. Some log scho61 
houses, unattractive, perhaps repulsive in their exterior, have been found 
the very dwelling place of neatness. Comfort is not found alone in costly 
clwellings. Many of our best appearing houses are little better thaa 
torture boxes, I have found seats in a primary school room two inches 
higher than an ordinary chair, and the desk proportionately high, Behind 
JhSse desks were. hidden children of 6 to 10 years of age. Hardly a child 
in the school room could touch his feet to the floor. The seats were evi- 
dently arranged for the comfort of the parents, who would assemble once 
a week for religious services. I could but wonder at the size of the people 
who would be com/ortahk in such seats. In several new houses I Lave 
found an utter disregard of ventilation ; low ceilings and very tight 
walls, with windows so arranged as to admit of opening only from the 
pottom, thus exposing children who, from the size of the room and the 
ttumber of windows, were compelled to sit near them, to a draft of cold 
W, whenever the large stove had fairly commenced its work. 

In the construction, of school houses, however, there has been, as a gen- 
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etial tWngi very oominendable iM^rovemiBnts. • In atoost every edt^ty 
^bd models are found. Old fashioned seats hatve^ in many old sjsKpSl 
npuses^ been remodeled and suited to the oomiort aud health of the boou* 
pants. Some easy mode of snaking the upper as "wrell as the lower 'Hash 
•movable, has been discovered. ITpon the whole^ there has been vej-y dbjn^ 
mendable progress ' in the right direction. Time will work a radieal 
change in the apathetic neighborhoods, if not in the line of improveiiibht, 
in the utter demolition of what are improperly called school houses. 

In efforts to make the school houses comfortable and attractive,' We 
should not forget the important appendages alike deiiianded by our m6ral 
and physical natures. 

Very many of our school houses are des.titinte of out-houses. I would 
liere insert an extract from a report made by i)r. Barnard to the legisla- 
ture of the state of Connecticut, in 1950, which briefly expresses very im- 
portant truths : 

"An appalling chapter might be written on the evils, the almost inev- 
itable results of neglecting to provide these indispensable appendages to 
school houses in our state. Who can dujy estimate the final consequen- 
ces of the first shock given to female delicacy, from the exposures to 
.wliidh the girls in th/q pt^blio < schools are neoesftirily subjeoted) and what 
it$mt be the le^it(^t9 r<»«ult of these .exp<W9UiiQ9> djUriqg the sehooligmM 
years of youth? Wbart qu^aehless fire& of passion have be<in IkindM 
-vrithin the bosoms of the young of both sexes by these exp<>sttreS'; Sxt$ 
tfthfi^ h%te re^ged to the ooiaauming of pbr^enal bappineas, 'to the pr^ven- 
vtioti of scholastic improvement, and to the destrobtiQu of peirsonal ohar« 
4Wter?"

tember 30, 1862. ' 

-.^*Thls fund will be fully explained ly refbr^nee to th^ following pro- 
Tisibns of the constitution and statutes of the state : Section 2 of article 
10 of the constitution of the state, provides that " the proceeds of all 
lands that have been or hereafter may be granted by the United Stated to 
this stat^, fbr edueational purposes, (except the lands heretofore granted 
for the purposes of a University,) and all moneys, and the clear proceeds 
«f all property that may accrue to the state by forfeiture or escheat ; and 
til moneys whicih may be paid as an equivalent for exemption from mili* 
"iavyduty; and the clear proceeds of all -fines collected in the several 
counties for any breach of the penal laws ; and all moneys arising from 
any grant to the state, where the purposes of such grant are not specified ;

This is $238,445 90 less than was reported Sept. 30, 1861. The decrease 
is the result of forfeitures of school land certificates, mortgaged lands, 
and swamp land certificates. That the relative loss or gain upon each of 
ifce three items may appear, I append the tahulaT list for two years, with 
A column for debrease and another for increase:

While the amount due on school and swamp land certificates has been 
considerably diminished, the amount due on loans has been increased. 

In this connection I would most cordially approve the action of the 
legislature of 1862 upon the matter of investing the school fund in state- 
bonds. The security upon which school funds have been heretofore 
loaned, has, in many oases, proved totally iusufficient, and that too in 
spitft of the best precautionary measures. The judgment of men, even it 
having no special, personal interest in the matter, has' not always been 
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fbund reliably. Hafoy instances hare come to my knowledge, in w^ch 
iihe seooritj given has proved totally inadequate, and yet suoh irere'tlie 
•oironmstances that no blame could attach to any person. State security 
is ample, and will never be forfeited. The expenses attending the care 
of the fund will be much reduced by this measure. 

Heretofore the actual condition of the school fund, beyond the am9mit 
paying interest, has been a malter of conjecture. During the year pfist a 
careful estimate has been made by the school land commissioners, wliiek 
shows what the school fund would be were all the lands sold at their ap- 
praisal :

This falls but 97d,000 short of the estimate I made last year. 

For a detailed statement of the fund, I beg leave to refer you to the 
ooQoiss and satis&ctojy. report of the^school land commissioners. 

The forfeitures for Uie year 1862 will still further reduoe the produofc- 
iye f^nd,,but exactly how much cannot at this writing be determined. 

The income for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1862,. would indi- 
cate a productive fund of a little more than two millions of doUam, so 
that the forfeitures most be considerably less than during the previous 
year. 

Some definite action should be had with reference to the forfeited lands 
or they will remain unsold for a long period, during which the timbered 
lands will be stripp^.d pf that which gives them the greater part of their 
•value.

The greatest nuiiber of dictionaries sent to any one county sincp the 
last repx)ft, is 8 io Trempealeau county. There are 30 counties to which 
no dictionaries have been sent during the year, and 46 from which no ap- 
plications have been 'received.' Of the 74 dictionaries pent otit, 14 were 
sefnt pripr to the 1st of January, 1862, and the Remainder since that time. 
'"The supply Was exhausted on the 2d of August. Since that time ap- 
plications have been received for ^bbut 20. These facts indicate that tih^e 
old districts of the state are pretty generally supplied with dictionaries, 
and that hereafter only ienough )vill be needed to'si^p^ly those ^ewlv otf- 
ganized. To meet the probable demand for the enlsuing year, it will bja 
necessary to purchase about 100 copies. 

Eeceipts are on file in this office showing tlrat all the dictionaries) dis-

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TKAVELS AND LECTURES. .. 

Tte counties visited during the year are Brown, Ohippewa, Columbia, 
Dane, Dodgej Dunn, Eaii Claire, Fond 3u' tac, Grant, Grepn, low^, Jack- 
flon, Jefferson,.. Juneau, Kenosha, La Crosse, La Fayette, Milwaukee, 

'-.Monroe, OutagamiO) Fierce, Racine, Eoek, Saint Croix^ Sauk, Sheboy- 

.^an, Trempealeau, Vernon, Walworth, Waukesha, and Winbebago. Sev- 
eral schools in each of these counties have been visited, and nearly fifty 
public lectures have been delivered, either by myself or my assistant. 
The department has been. represented at twenty or more teachers insti- 
tutes, in which have been gathered about 1^00 teachers. Twelve conyen- 
tions were held during the months of February and March, expressly for 
consultation with county superintendents with reference to their work. 
At these conventions, all .the superintendents of the state were present 
except a very few, who were necessarily detained from the meetings. 
At no time, since I entered upon my work as superintendent, has so 

'much interest been manifested in the cause ot popular education, as 
during the year under review. The people everywhere seem dispoeed to 

-labor with renewed energy to maintain the ground already possessed, and, 
if possible, to make stijl farther advances. Meetings, wherever held, have 

-been well attended, and I trust some good has been accomplished through 
frequent publio addresses, and still more frequent • priv&te interriews. I 
wish here to tender my grateful acknowledgments to all with whom I 
have been brought into contact, for their unvarying courtesy and kind' 
ness. To the teachers of the state, I am under obligations, many and 
lasting, for the kind spirit ever manifested towards me personally, and for 
the love they bear oi^r common work. ,My official intercourse with the 
county superintendente of the state, has ever been pleasant, and I trust, 
mutually profitable. It has been my purpose, in all my work, to ascer- 
tain the wants of the state, and to suggest, so far as able, remedies for ex- 
isting evils. I am satisfied that these suggestions are kindly received, 
and, to a good degree, acted upon. But few places in so large a field can 
be visited in any one year. My visits have been confined mainly to those 
parts of the state where institutes, associations or conventions were being 
field. Through such meetings more could be accomplished. The schools 
visited embrace the best and the poorest of the state. 

OORRESPONDENOB. 

The change from the town to the county system of superintcndeney 
has changed essentially the character of the correspondence of this de- 
partment, but has not diminished the amount. The letters written during 
the year exceed by several hundreds the number written the year previousu 
As might be expected many new questions have ariseu. Much iostruo- 
tion must be given to those unaccustomed to the working of the county 
system. Every letter received, which required an answer, has been 
promptly replied to, so that correspondents have been answered, when 
possible to do so, by return mail. Much credit in this particular is duete 
my faithful assistant, who has been specially charged with this part of 
the work. 

APPEALS. 

The number of appeals considered and decided during the year is only 
^1 ; but little more than half the number for the preceding year. The 
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average number for each of the three years during which I have held the 
office is 31. The decrease for the year 1862 is owing greatly, as I am 
fully convinced, to the faithfulness of county superintendents who have, 
by timely advice, saved the necessity of appeal. Appeals from teachers 
who have failed to pass the requisite examination are very rare. In every 
case of the kind yet decided I have felt obliged to sustain the county 
superintendent. One or two appeals bearipg upon this matter are not 
perfected, and of course are riot decided.

The officers above nftmed, with the exception of those appointed by 
myself in accordance with section 4 of chapter 179 general laws of 1861, 
were elected at the general election of November, 186.1. The county su- 
perintendency went into operation January 1st, 1862. Upon that day I 
addressed to each of the Superintendents of the State the following cir- 
cular : 

STATE OP WISCONSIN. 

Office op Superintendent op Public Instruction, 

Madison, January 1, 1862. 

Dear Sir : — It will afford me much pleasure to co-operate with you 
in the discharge of yoiir duties as County Superintendent of Schools. 
May I not also rely upon ybu for aid in the discharge of the duties of my 
office? It is made my duty to ascertain as far as possible, the condition 
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and wants of the Public Schools of the State. I shall at any thne moat: 
thankfully receive any information you may desire to communicate, and. 
•hsiU also be obliged for any suggestions you may see fit to make, relatiTe 
to our common work. I trust that our official connection may result in 
good to the cause for which we labor, and our personal acquaintance be- 
mutually agreeable and beneficial. 

It iB my purpose to meet you at some point convenient of access to 
yourself during the months of February, March or April, for purposes of 
oon«ultation. You will confer a favor by informing me of some point 
within your reach, where I can call a convention of the Superintendents, 
of a few counties adjacent to your own, and also of the time that will, 
be most agreeable for such a convention. 

With the examination of teachers you will have very little to do until 
the commencement of the summer schools. In the few exceptional cases; 
you will exerchie your best judgment, taking into account the condition 
of schools in your county, or in the several towns of your county. It is 
hoped that before the commencement of this part of your duty, the law 
respecting teachers' certificates will be somewhat modified. At present 
the form of certificate will be the same as heretofore. Under your direc- 
tion a system of graded certificates may be introduced and made success- 
ful. As the result of your labors we look for great improvements in the- 
qualifications of teachers. This must be the result, and can not be assum- 
ed as the basis upon which you will act at the outset. All your efforts 
shovdd be directed to that end, but at first you must take things as yout^ 
find themi The apathy of the people in some localities, and the slu^isfa 
hahita of thought and action must be broken up by degrees. Step by 
step tiie advance must be made.- Starting from the point to wh[ioh Towii> 
Superintendents have brought the work, an onward movement must be in** 
augurated with such care as to make the advance sure, and to prevent the 
possibility of retreat. 

That you may understand fully the wants of the schools under your- 
impervision, before you are required to pass upon the qualifications of 
the teachers, I trust you will spend the first months of your official work 
in a special visiting of the schools of the respective towns of your county. 
This will be of great service to yourself in the future, and will enable you 
to give me suoh information as may be of service to me in my work. I 
would ask you, in your visits, to ascertain whether registers are kept, and 
if not, to call the attention of teachers to the provision of law, which 
makes a forfeiture of their wages consequent upon failure to keep such 
a register. All that is of value in the annual reports depends upon the 
teacher's register. To the district clerks, and to the teachers you may 
render important service, if you will advise the teachers to . place in fig^^ 
ures at the bottom of each column, the number of days absence. It is but' 
a moment's work, and is of great value. In the extra colum for the week 
may. be placed all the absences for the week. From this the per centage 
of absence may be easily obtained. This precautionary meq^ure will save 
youmnch trouble in making up your annual report. The blanks for the' 
aMtnal reports will be sent you edrly in the year, that you may have a 
&ir' understanding of what will be required. This much may be said in* 
advance-^ the facts to be obtained from teacher's register^ will be mainly 
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these: i. Number of scholars registered; 2. Number of days* abBeniee/ 
-reckoning nothing less than J of a day; 3. Average number -^ho have 
attended school for the whole tibie school has been tanght during the^ 
year; 4. Number of teachers employed at th^ same time, and the 6ex of 
the same; 5. Number of months school has been taught by male teao^h* 
-er; 6. Number of months school has been taught by female teacher. 

You may find it necessary to combine some other employment with that 
of county superintendent, on account of the insufficiency of your salai^y; 
Any honorable employment not conflicting directly with your duties you 
have a right to follow. There will, of course, be a manifest impropriety 
in your teaching a public school, while acting as county superintendent. 
No provision has been made for your examination. 

The good of the cause for which you labor, will also render any book 
agency embarrassing and improper. 

Relying upon your disposition to do all in your power for the cause of 
popular education, even at the expense of much self-denial and pecuniary 
sacrifice, you may be assured of my hearty co-operation and earnest wish- 
es for your success.

To this circular letter most cheering responses were sent by nearly ftll 
of the superintendents of the state. It was, therefore, with peculiar pi«aB« 
are, that I entered upon the proposed persbnal interview with each officer* 
At the twelve oonventions held immediately after replies had been received 
fttom a majority of the superintendents, I was gratified to meet so mmj- 
men who fully realized the expectations I had formed of them from' their 
responses to my oiroular. At these conventions plans of examination of 
teachers were discussed at length, and something like a uniform system' 
agreed upon. After several month's work upon the plan agreed to, a 
general eouvention' of superintendents was* holden at Janesvilie upon the 
29th of July last. • More than half the superintendents attended this 
meeting. Those present represented more than three fourths of ibe 
schools of the state. The experience of the preceding months suggested 
many modifications of the plan originally agreed upon, bul in all esaeB"-. 
tials, the first plan proposed' was again adopted. For more specific de* 
tails of the results of examinations during the year, I refer to commani*. 
cations hereto appended. At the general convention the subject 
of school visitation was discussed at considerable length, and to the profit 
of all present. Since that convention the superintendents have been very 
busy with their fall examinations and institutes, so that they have had 
but little time to carry out the plans suggested with reference to school 
visitation. In fact, much more time has been required for exami- 
nations during the year than will be needed in the future. It is unwise 
to expect fruit when seed time, has scarcely passed. Time has not yet 
been given for the full development of the benefits of the county system. 

The claims set up by the friends and advocates of the county superin- 
tendency in its behalf, were: 1. That it would secure better qualified 
teitehers through the agency of more thorough examinations ; and that 
while it would spur the live teachers to greater activity, it would also weed 
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out the intompetent atid lazy. 2. That thr.ongh inatituted, l0cttir^s auci 
associatrons, organized and conducted by the county superintendents, 
greater interest would be awakened among the people. 3. That the 
schools would be made better through the supervision of men whose whole 
time would be devoted to the work. 4. That the missing liuk between 
the state superintendent and the schools would thus be supplied. 

Such in general were the claims. Have all these claims been fully met? 
• In reply to this question the answer given must be general, covering 
general results. Of course there are exceptional oases. It would be 
strange if it were not so. Of the fifty-nine men elected by the people, 
some have disappointed the expectations of their friends. That there are 
80 few cases to mourn over is a matter of rejoicing. The system should 
not be judged by these exceptions. With the large majority, a sincere 
desire to do their duty faithfully, has prevailed, and that too in spite of 
small pecuniary compensation for their labors. Our country's service 
has called away several superintendents. Among them were some of the . 
best. 

1. In respect to the first claim there is but one opinion. The antici- 
pations of friends have been more than realized. For months before the 
county superintendency went into operation there was great activity 
among teachers. At the first exminations held quite a large per cent* 
age were found deficient. The better part of the rejected, animated by a 
noble spirit, set themselves zealously to the work of preparation for an- 
other trial. The second trial has not in many cases foilnd them wanting. 
This matter has been more fully treated in another place, under the head 
of teachers. 

2. The people have been awakened more than ever before. In nearly 
every county short institutes have been held ; public examinationa 
have attracted attention, and in >ery many cases have been largely attended 
by school officers. 

The two points above treated are of the greatest importance. Schools 
depend for their efficiency upon the teachers and patrons alike. The best 
teachers fail when unsuppoited by their patrons. A lively interest in the 
school on the part of the people will secure good teachers. 

3. Upon the third point the system has partially failed, not through any 
intrinsic defect, but on account of the large number of schools to be 
visited within a limited time. Some of the larger counties contain 
nearly 200 school districts. Schools are taught upon an average but 109 
days during the year. This would give to a Superintendent but one half 
day to each school, allowing nothing for other calls upon his time, and 
for tho necessity of traveling many hundred miles in the accomplishment 
of this part of his work. These facts were known at the time the act was 
passed, but it was hoped that the several district boards would attend to 
the duties assigned them. In this hope we have been disappointed. 
Though nearly all the schools of the State have, within the year, been vis- 
ited by the County Superintendent, something more is needed. In sup- 
plying the mbsing link between the State Superintendent and the schoo»,' 
one important link in the chain was dropped. The county Superintend- 

. ent is too far removed fVom the schools. Another officer is needed. 
Yet I would not upon this point be misunderstood. Though the county 

3SSUPT 
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sytWBi has failed to meet all tkat was expected of it by the people in the 
matter of sohool visitation, it is far superior, even in that particttlar, to the : 
eld township system. More schools have been visited. More correct 
knowledge of the condition of the schools has been obtained. More use* 
ful suggestions have been made and carried into practice. The schools 
have felt the visits made more sensibly, and have been profited more than 
ever before. A short visit from a competent officer, who has his mind full 
of his work, and who is well provided with practical suggestions, is worth 
more to the school and to the people at large, than fifty visits from a man 
whto looks upon the exercises of the school room, because the law makes 
it his duty, and leaves without a single su^;e8tion to either teacher or 
soholars. Those schools unprofited by visits made, are very few ; the 
number unvisited is still less. 

I would not restore the old town superintendency, but would seek ihe 
proper remedy through a modification of the district system, as suggested 
in my remarks under the head of school districts. If all the districts of the 
several towns could, while still retaining their distinctive organizations, be 
united for high school purposes, and the supervision of the schools, of 
the town be given into the hands of the trustees of the high school, 
who should also employ the teachers for the whole town, then the missing 
link would be supplied, and without increased expense. Each town 
ought to form a high school district with the present organizations (more 
or less modified, as circumstances might requre) as sub districts. All 
school taxes should be voted by the town. The sohool fund for the town 
W30«ld then be in the hands of the town board. The schools of the town 
under the management of one board would be more efficiently and more 
eooaomically managed. Upon this subject a special report will be made 
by a committee appointed by the State Teacher's Association at some time 
during the session of your Honorable Body. 

During the summer I requested each county Superintendent to make 
out a brief statement of the condition of schools in his county, with such 
suggestions as he might be pleased to offer. In reply to this request I 
have received such reports from 24 counties. 

Extracts from these reports I give below : 

BROWN COUNTY. 

The first public examinations of teachers in this county, were held 
during the month of March, before the passage of the act establishing 
grfided certificates. At these examinations certificates of the old form 
were issued. 

The county is divided into six inspection districts, in each of which an 
examination was held, and the following number of certificates granted : 
18 to males and 40 to females, making 58 in all. Between that time and 
the October examination, there were granted, at private examinations, 5 
certificates to males and 10 to females, making a total of. 73- certificates 
during the spring and summer months. During the same time 13 appli- 
cants were rejected. 

Of those who have obtained certificates, 20 males and 42 females have 
taught in this county, three females have taught in other counties, and 
one female has died.

Since January lat, 1862, I have issued 22 certificates to 2ljlffierent ; 
teachers. The first 15 certifieates were issued during tbe regular spripg ) 
examination; Nos*16 and 17 upon private examinatlions during the.S!¥ini^£ 
mer ; the five last certificates date according to ,the la^it regular e^amlBaT » 
tions during the present n^onth. . . 

I have refused to issue certificates to four applicants duiipg spring en^" 
amination, and to one applicant during fall examination.. I have i^sUodir 
this fall 2 limited certificates. 

In fact, I have been forced to bend your directions a ti;ifle,* considering 
that we have only 21 teachers to supply 30 schools, and are eve^ loflipg : 
some of this number; the males being attracted by the state of Virginia/ 1 
and the females equally so by the state ot matrimony. 

Out pf the 21 licensed teachers, 20 were actually engaged in teaohif^.. 
during the year. 

As tp the condition of schools in this county, I can90t pass a geneffal 
judgment, covering the whole county, as we have schools of all grades^ : 
decidedly bad, indifferently good, aiid very goad ones ; and tbeiir qualily 
is alif ays proportionate tp the interest which the peoiple in tbe i^^bbi^^> 
hppd. manifest in their prosperity, ^be annual report for tbis ooH^ly 
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wiU point ont <me town, of which I must oomplftin. Except in one joint 
distnet (the town embracing 4 districts) I have not been able to find a 
idtt^ol house open during the year ; coim^— pettj quarreling among the 
nei||[hboM, and a number of selfish 4nd ignorant officers, who either will 
peeitlvely have no sohools^ or employ their wits In dragging their half 
finished school houses from one end of the district to the other, to rot in 
a weiedv fiince comer, until the next district meeting digs them out ; 
i>^edi»^the few sensible residents leave, or try to leave, as soon as their 
children need schooling. 

^ietowti contrasts strangely with the neighboring towns north and 
cast, which feel a certain pride in their school houses, and always have 
tbeni neat and trim. 

But I ain sorry to say, that the people • generally do not show their 
esteem in the proper manner, that is, by visiting their children, while in 
gcheol, and J know of but very few instances, in which a district officer 
has shown his face in any school during the present year: The conse- 
quence is. that only such schools as have come under the rule of very 
energetic teachers, can show a proper suppiv of window lights, books, 
pails^ brooms,' chalk and sponges. As a rule. Our school houses are too 
small: in winter time the children are too close to the stove, in summer 
they have no play grounds outside, except the street or road. 

Tbat^the new regulations have awakened a new spirit in our teachers, 
etoaot be denied ; they feel proud that they are able to hold their posi- 
tibo under the new pressure, they have become ambitious, and it would 
be Strange if the scholars had not caught the disease, for pride, vigor, and 
ambition are contagious, and it is very well that they are.

CALUMET COUNTY. 

In this county there are fifty-six school districts; in 'the winter of 
1861-2 iorty-five schools were taught, all of which I visited and found the 
schools conducted by teachers whose ability for teaching varied from good 
to very p^or. Two thirds of the school -houses are "log houses" some 
of which are very conveniently and neatly finished, but many of them 
are impositions upon the name. I found too, that school houses were 
exeellent representatives of the communities in which they were situated. 
At the spring examinations, fifty-one applicants received licenses to teach 
for the summer term. Forty schools were taught in the county. I have 
made it a point when visiting them to find the members of the '* Board " 
and have them accompany me to the schools; some timeis excuses for not 
going were given, but they generally went, and I believe their presence 
resulted in much good both in encouraging and in repairing. The first 
Institute in the county was organized last September. About three -fourths 
of the teachers were present and the result may be inferred from the re- 
sult of my examinations whieh were held the next week. Twenty-four 
teachers were licensed : since then I have called and held a '^ special ex- 
amination,'' at which six consented to teach. The balance are goinff to 
$cKoolf and I expect to report favorably concerning them hereafter. 

The war has not the bad efiect upon our public schools that many had 
expected ; quite as much money has been raised for school purposes this : 
yet^ as heretof^i'e, and better wages are paid for teachers, owing in part 
of course to the scarcity of them. A. W. HAMMOND.

': DOOR COUNTY. 

I have granted 21 certificates, and have rejected 5 applications. There 
has been a great scarcity of teachers in this county. Want of boots and 
want of uniformity in those we have, ate also great difficulties. 

Our county is new and but sparsely settled, and our schools are cofitse- 
quently not very forward. 

•I fin^, in most of our schools, a want of order. But I may be 'too 
strict. 1 have urged this matter upon every teacher. 

The war has had some effect upon our schools in this county. It lias 
taken so large a number from our county that parents have been obliged 
to ta'ke their chiMren from school to labor in the field. 

The interest in schools in this county is not as great as I could wish, 
hut, thank God, it is improving. It is almost impossible to get school 
boards and parents to visit their schools. 

There are 26 districts and 4 joint districts in this county. 

I have made made 26 visits and held 9 inspections thus far this yeAr. 

We have had an accession of two experienced teachers this fall^ ftom 
whom I hope much. 

We have sbmo fine school houses in this county, but more poor ones, 
and in some districts, none at all.

EAU CLAIRE COUNTY. 

Early in January 1 visited all the sohools then in session, spending the 
whole day in school aiwl lecturing in the evening. 

The condition of the schools was anything bat prosperous, and the 
ayst^n of teaching, (if system it could be oalied^) nearly as deficisiit as 
oodd'WQll be conceived. .Many districts, or xaiher sections of couBlry, 
hald been for two or three years aifter their settlement without any sekools, 
ihe' children growing up in ignorance. The first school diatriot oiigaoised 
in this county was in 1856. Most of the teaches had not been engaged 
in teaching for years prchrious. Some were very ineompetlBBt for the work. 

My effort was, bo far as possible, to give the tcaoheis an illusteation of 
tiM method of teaching hj hearing the recitations mysoif. I was general- 
ly suceelwful in se<^uring the Mtendance' of some «f the district ^oAeerSi 
and where this was the oase my efibrts wei'e apjpreoiated ind recomnMvda- 
tions sastained. 
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Many of the teaohera were able to improire upon my BUggestioDi, and it 
was exceedingly gratifying to witness, upon my second Tisit, the improre- 
ment that had been made, especially in reading. A few of the teachers 
had not the capacity to carry out my suggestions, and rather made the 
matter worse than bettor. 

Most of the teachers received my suggestions with the most cordial ex- 
pressions of thankfulness, and I haye no doubt but the value of the 
sehools was increased 100 per cent. 

My examinations for teachers were hold in April. Twenty-eight teach- 
ers were present. Nine received first grade certificates ; five received sec- 
ond grade certificates ; ^even received third grade certificates. Not more 
than one half of these designed to teach for tlie summer. Seven failed to 
obtain a certificate, there was therefore a great deficiency of teachers to 
supply the schools. Eleven have been examined since, all of whom hare 
obtained schools within the county, and I believe every district desiring a 
teacher has been supplied. 

There were, I think, fifteen schools taught during the winter, but these 
iten»s will all be found in the inclosed reports. 

As a whole, our summer schools have been much improved from former 
years, and about one half taught by superior teachers. The system of 
examination has been a great stimulus to teachers, and a class have been 
. most industrious in their efforts to obtain another year a certificate of a 
high grade. Nearly every school in the county has been visited twice 
during the summer term.

FOND DU LAO COUNTY. 

At the September examination of teaehers in the several inspection 
districts of Fond du Lac county, thirty -eight presented themselves as can- 
didates for the office of teacher in said county* Certificates were issued 
to thirty-six of that number. Of thoBO certificates four were of the first 
grade ; the remainder were of the third grade. 

In the month of October, an institute for teachers of the county of 
Fond du Lac was held at the city of Kipon, commencing on Monday, the 
13th, and continuing till Friday evening." About 50 were present. Very 
interesting and instructive lectures were delivered by Mr. Pradt, editor of 
the "School Journal," Hev. Mr. Richards of Berlin, Prof. Allen of 
Madison, Prof. Merril of Brockway College, and Mr. Beach of New York, 
Much interest was also given to the exercises of the institute by essays 
read by Mrs. Tracy, Mrs. AuAtin and Misd Hosford; also by the exhibi- 
tion of a class in map drawing, by Mrs. Brown of the Ripon high school, 
and by an original poem read by Mise Defendorf, also of the Ripon high 
Bohool; On Friday eyening a soiree wafi given to the members of the 
inatitate, by tiie . professors and teachers of Brockway eollege, at their 
new and commodious college edifiiee, which made a delightful yina^a' to the 
business of the week. At the close of the instiinite, a teacher's assooia- 
tion for the county was formed, and work for them laid dut, which, when 
performed, will, I trust, be attended with great practical good. The doings 
of the association will, from time to time, be duly reported to you. 
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In the course of the coming two montha I shall- haye completed the 
circuit of the schools through the several towns of the county. 

The resulls of the countj system are, so faif, very auspicious. There 
has heen a decided improvement in th^ qualification of teachers,, not only 
in regard to their scholarship, but also in their ability in the art of teach- 
ing. Better methods of instruction are introduced, and better order is 
prevailing in the schools everywhere, and the business of teaching is 
made decidedly more respectable. 

I should not omit to mention that many of the male teachers of the 
county have enlisted and are now in the army. The number of suoh I 
cannot s4»te with accuracy. It is probably near a hundred.

GRANT COUNTY. 

My report would be top lengthy, should I include all the facts tha* I 
would be happy to present to you, touching our educational interests. 
Only such as seem to be the most important can be noticed. 

In conformity to your advisory instructions, I occupied all the time 
from the beginning of the present y^ar, when my official duties commenced, 
until April, in visiting schools. During thai time, I yisited over One 
hundred schools. As there were one hundred and sixty ^nine in session, 
1 could not visit all. But such was the variety of those I did visit, I felt 
as I looked in my note-book and read the records which I kept during 
my visitations, that, to say the least, I waa( more fully prepared to enter 
upon my work which immediately followed : the holding of institutes and 
the examination of teachers. 

Our county, Consisting of twenty-nine towns, I divided into eight in- 
spection districts. In each inspection district I filrst spent three days; one 
half of the time w*3 devoted to teaching, drilling and lecturing, and Ihe 
other half to examinations. ' ' . 

I had the aid and co-operation of the leading teacHei's of our county, 
and, I believe, the countenance and sympathy of the firiendi 6f education 
and the patrons of schools. Really, I felt greatly encouraged and animat- 
ed by the kindnesb, hospitality and evident interest of the people. 

As an expression' of my gratitude, I take > pleasure in menitioning the 
names of J. G. Cover, of the (Jrant Co. Htrald; Prof. I..H. Miller, of 
Hazel Oreen Collegiate Institute ;' Prof. R. A. DbnaHaon, of Lancaster 
Institute ; Capt. Z. S. Swan^ of Potosi ; Levi S.Loomis^'of Hazel Gre«n ; 
Capt. Geo. R. Fran^k^ of Boscobel; and D. H. Patohen, of Lancaster,, who 
have rendered me: special and. invaiuabie aid in the disohai^e of nay 'du- 
ties. The servicer of Pr^f. G. M. Guernsey, of Platteville Academy^ and 
those of other educators and friends of schools, have been tendered ; ahd 
I hope soon to see the cause receive such needed aid : it will give an ad- 
ditional impulse that will insure still greater advandement and sunoess. 

As a majority of the^applicants for Certificates, had. only a aUght iex- 
perience, if any, in giving written answers, their system tof soluAiotw itas 
so incomplete, their demonstrations and explanations^ for < want of accura- 
cy and thoroughness in, study, bo defective, that I was obliged to call 
every answer correct, that exhibited even a glimmering of scholarship. 
Indeed, mo|se than this rule was necessary to insure us teachers and shield 
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: Mht^bthf^e*. I^resbliffed'toiav^lnige tlie.an^wecs andil^ the^'^iitt^ufdifica- 
tions in 9ne brandli 'compeiisate for the defioieivcy in ' ftnotliefr. Th^re- 
• >:siiM was faVpnibl«> a;iid bigblj aalwfaetory: One hundred wd aixty- 
V'ibut*,' oat of two hondred a^d fifte6ii< applie^ts, tee^ved certi^eaKes. 
' Had «I ntyt adoplsed the avehiging imle^ I find, on looking isbto mj ei^aiii- 
. nation bodk; that ohly dne hiindied and one btit of Uie twe hundred aikid 
' fifteen a{)pilicanta,, could have xeoeiTied ooKtificlitea; and that had I disre- 
garded both rules, only seventy-five of that niimW oould have received 
' 'eettifieaies to teach the one hnndioed and fifty schools wbioh irere in ses- 
I mon. during the smnmer. 

This report having been delayeid in coilseqaeBoe.of ili^kness, until th* 
dojfe of my fall examinations, I am prepared to compare the results of 
the spring and fall examinations. 

At those just closed I diS'not adopt eitfhfet of the above named rules. 
I knew that the teachers were prepared for a more thorough test j and 
. the answers were required " to be correct both in form and foct." Pifty 
per cent, for the , third grade ; sixty for the second, and seventy for the 
first, and " no allowance was made for deficiency in one branch on account 
. of extra qualii&cationfl in others/' [tbere were 'One hundred and eighty- 
. eight applicants. One hundred and thirty-two received thirdi nine re- 
...<»ived Becond, and eight received first grade certificates. It is evident 
tben, t)iat the result of this fall's examinations is, by actual calculation, 
over two hinidred and twenty per cent, better than that of the spring ex- 
f^inatioQs,' and! think I can bring figures and facts, to show that the 
, ^hools of last sua^mer were as mueh superior to thoseoj^ last winter, as 
the results of the latter examinations are superior to those of the former. 
Frojm these and;other facts, I am forced to the conclusion that the pres- 
ent systepi of examination, including gradatioq, limitation, etc., is, when 
iproperly modified and handled, the best that can be^devised ; and no fail- 
ure in Superintendents, or want of success in applicants for certifioates, 
should be made to testify against it. 

It gives me pleasure to state that, besides ten new school houses which 
have been built during the past year, many old ones have been greatly 
repaired and mftde, in all respeets, convenient 4ind comfortable. 

But it is to be regretted that thete are yet many ebtirely unfit a(nd al- 
most worthless. The average si2e of fifty school houses whieh I measured, 
I ^nd to be % U^t ftom floor to ceiling, and only 15 and l-6th by 21f . 
Theste are exipeoted to. contain 3^100 pupils, or by average 62 pupils eafch, 
Bucii a room, containing 5,915 cubic feet of atmosphere, will supply 
•oxygen sufficient to last that numbot of pupils only about nine minutes I 
Were such a room air tight, 31 pupils could live in it qnly 18 minutes. 
Of: oourde « room* cannot be air tight, but numerous instances of fearful 
approximation exist. It is an alarming fact that hundreds of the pupils 
of 0UV schools are in a dying state, whilst trying to live and study, as 
they are forced to iiihale the poison that is oonstantly being ejected from 
their lungs. I am trying to sound the alarm wit^ all the ability I pos- 
scfls^ and I trust I have already soen some cheering r&srults., 

In OTlr district school houses, the children receive festruction during 
a. considerable portion of the year, and their appearance, convonieuce and 
comfort exert a controlling influence over all who receive their first rudi- 
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.melits fherrfli. * Pleasabt'^iid cdmmoaious school houses Kare' a strongr 

' 'iknitthy ix> attach dhildtdt*t6 the Bfchdol, to th'eit studies, and to>irtue; 

''tberfelbte, " the . schorol hoil^e shotild be located on a piece pf ground of 
Ifberal dijiietisititis, at a suitable distance from' the road, in the naid'st of a 
natural Of artificial grove^. encJrcTed bjr a suitable fenceV^' Itshoiild be 
Hot less thari?i' by 30 feet ou the gr6und,and 10 or 13 feet from the 
floor, to th^ cdlitjg, foi* thd kecomnk)dation of fifty pupils! It should be* 

. sA'pplied Vith* a 'cobvenient ventilator; be seated with proper seats, so 

{h^t ng two "persons cotild sit together; arid be furnished with a bladik- 
)oird krid other appropriate furniture; but a blackboard should never T)e 
' found wkntingj for a blackboard is to a school room what a cook stove or 
fireplace is to a kitchen. In a word, if there is a house in a district more 
pleasatftly located, more comfortably constructed, more inviting in its 
general appearance, and. more el^vaJtmg in, ite influence than any other, 
that house should be the School house. 

But it is a remarkable fact, which to me is self-evident, that, though 

• thte tehool hottsfe may be kit that liealth, convenience and comfort de- 
itiand • though the teachers maybe perfect in scholarship, system, gov- 

, ^hmeiit, ttict and taleht ; though their moral power may be equal to that 
of 'a saint; and though all other demands may be gratified, yet our 

* feAodls' can tiever prospet^hey tvill always be comparatively worthless, 
' untU parents vrsit their ^ctboilB, co-operate with their teachers, and rc- 

gt*iVtf tMr children to be teguliJt^ in their attendance, 

!thes^ and otiiet matters, I do pray that the patrons of schools may 
t^ell tinderstand ; for Ihavfe dix aWing fafth that the tiine will soon come 
whfeii rfuir teachers Will not bis t^atitihg in evety necessary qualification ; 
^ud I do dfesire that patrons will no lotiger delay the full performance of' 
theJt duties, but join t^e tcachdrs in their onward afad upward march to 
that'^raAd elevation ^here the united stt&ngth of hoth parties will crown* 
ont ichbbls With even more thatri victory and glory.

BoA^wkat kiinoBt durco^raigiDg to the teacher and damaging to tho 
8t^MM>l, is the total negl«ot of many district booirds ever to visit the school 
or f^V0 flie teacher sti|ypott 6r encouragement under «aiy circumstances. 
' Thi^ seem to (hink^if idiey have <e«bployefd a teacher, they have perform- 
ed theiarwhole duty ; theteaehevtniast combat all the fgnorance and pre*- 
jttdi^ of this, diabrict alone. 
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I believe our teachers are making greater efforts to improve themselves 
In regard to maoagement, goyernment and a more systematic and thcwough 
mode of instraction than ever before, and we see a marked improvement. 

The war bears heavily upon our educational interests in more ways than 
one ; many of our very best teachers have enlisted in the service of their 
country ; but I think nearly all the school districts will support a school 
the coming winter; doubtless many females will be employed. 

Our school in Monroe, under the tuition of I. T. Dodge, as principal, 
assisted by Miss Boyce and others, that in the village of Albany by I. 
H. Stevens and Miss Fenton, and that in the village of Brodhead by L, H. 
Warren, and some others in different parts of the county are prospering 
'.finely, notwithstanding the hard times.

JACKSON COUNTY. 

The schools throughout the county have improved very much during 
the past year, but I find good teachers are scarce. The number of -teach- 
ers holding »' third grade certificates *' is thirty-two, many of whom are 
unwilling to teach for the wages offered. Four young gentlemen and 
two young ladies received *' second grade certificates. I find that all 
are making great efforts to qualify themselves to receive perfect certificates. 
I was a little fearful at first that I had placed the standard too high, but 
am now satisfied that by so doing it has had a good effect. Out of the 
thirty-two certificates granted only five were perfect, the others varying 
from 7 to 9 in a scale of 10. Owing to the scarcity of teachers I granted 
two certificates restricted to single districts, good for six montha. Mj 
first Ijistitute will be held on the 12th, 13th and 14th of November ; I 
have good reasons to believe that there will be a good attendance. I have 
endeavored to introduce outline maps into the schools, and think I shall 
succeed, as m^ny are now inquiring of me where they can be obtained.

JEFFERSON CQUNTY. 

Last spring 220 applicants presented lihemselves for exatninatidn in 
this county; 150 of them so well succeeded as to obtein 3d grade cer- 
tificates for & year ; 20 others obtained certificates for six months, and 50 
failed; HI have taught duringthe summer. A consid^able number of 
young gentlemen wete examined and received certificates who did Act in- 
tend to teach during the summet term. In my visits, I < have found the 
condition of the schools to rise by gradations, rather irregular, from a 
ihop-and-jump) hide-and-seek school of 5 pupils, upward to some that may 
<be classed among the best public schools in the state. Not one visits a 
school in this county, where twenty might profitably do so. It is a signifi- 
cant fact that the attendance of pupils is most regular and pusetual; and 
the best schools are found where the record shows the greatest number of 
visitors.. There are a few good, convenient, comfortable sohool booses in 
:afano8t every town in the county, but with these exceptions, they are 
ill-contrived, miserable excuses ; and the appurtenances are more gener- 
ally neglected than the houses. There is a very commendable spirit of 
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emulation manifest among the teachers^ noticeable improvement in neat- 
ness and taste orer the winter schools, and all seem ambitious to improve^- 
the standing and grade of their certificates. The true friends of educa- 
tion everywhere speak well of the new. order of things. "We had an in- 
teresting and profitable session of our Institute.

KENOSHA COUNTY. 

It ia evident that the schools and teachers of this county are helping 
themselves under the new system. Since last Jfinuary we have had more* 
interest manifested in our schools, and in teachers' institutes than ever 
before. The majority of district clerks seem to realize the responsibility 
of their office, and a greater effort is made to secure competent and wor- 
thy teachers.. Our present national trouble is affeoting us ao iar as num- 
bers are concerned, as many of our young men have gone to the war, but 
their places are being filled by young ladles, who with the same qualifica* 
tions, are better educators, The reault.of the last spring's ezaminAtion^ 
was the rejection pf about thirty-five per cent, of the applicantfly whicb^ 
left nine or ten of our schools unsupplied. The punctual attendnnoe for 
the summer term is eighty-four per, cent as gathered from our teachers' 
monthly reports. The number of visitors recorded for the summer term,, 
ending September 1st, is one thousand seven hundred and fifty-six, whichr 
tells well for our patrons. Our system of reporting monthly seems to- 
meet the approbation and calls the attention of the public generally, to. our 
schools. A few of our school houses, only, are good, the majority are- 
poor ; yet we have reason to be encouraged, as many ace. making prepa- 
ration to build new ones. 

Our normal institute, under the supervision of S. D. Oaylord, of Osh- 
kosb, and J. M. 6. Sill, of Michigan, cannot be too highly mentioned.. 
The class of seventy teachers appreciated the efforts made for them, and 
we believe all went home with the full assurance of being benefited, and 
better prepared to take charge of the schools and scholars intrusted to> 
their care. As superintendent of schools for I^enosha county, I must re- 
turn many thanks to the majority of the teachers for their earnest labor, 
and support, and the assistance they have given me in the performance of 
my duties. B. L. DODGE. 

LA CROSSE COUNTY. 

Upon the first of January last, I commenced visiting the schools, and 
visited two each day, until all in session were visited. I found most of 
the school houses in very good repair, and well supplied with a great va- 
riety of books, and with few exceptions neither globe or outline maps- 
Most were supplied with what was intended for a black board, but many 
of them were placed so far above the floor as to be of no practical use. — 
What attracted my attention most, was the great disparity between the 
number of pupils present and the number on the teacher's roll, oftentimes 
not more than half being present. Surely the people can not expect to 
educate their children by keeping them at home. Much of the labor of 
teachers is lost by irregular attendance of pupils. I also found that 
parents and officers seldom or never visited their schools. The reason I 
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«cannot explain, unless it is an apathy on ttjieir p.^rt of which thej. 
-are not conscious, for they appear anxious to secure good teacherS) (at a 
-▼ery low price), and see their children improve and their schools prosper, . 
but at the same time little realize the importance of encouraging their 
teachers and pupils hy frequent visits. I know of no better way to reme- 
dy the first of the evils above mentioned, than to change the apportion- 
ment of the school fund, from the number of scholars in the district to 
the average number in actual ^ttentanoe upOn sohool ; then all residents, 
whether they have children or not, would be interested in having every 
• child in the district attend regularly. There is money enough expended 
in th« county to educate all the children, and yet only about three-fourths 
are in attendance at all, and those only about half the time. Something 
should be done to remedy the evil. At my spring examinations, appli- 
cants were examined for the third grade only. Whole number examined, 
65. Number of certificates granted, 45. At my summer visitati6ns I 
fouttd a radical change in the appearance of the schools, and that for the 
better, for with three or four exceptions they were satisfactory to both 
superintendent and patrons. There appeared to be more life and activit;^ 
on the part of both pupil and teacher, and I can honestly say that they 
appeared fifty per cent, better than last winter, though many of the teach- 
ers were the 8am« who taught last winter. The superintendent takes 
none of the credit to himself, that belongs to the teachers and pupils. * 
There appears te bo a greater determination on the part of teachers to ' 
become better qualified in their profession — better prepared to discharge 
the duties they owe to themselves, their pupils and patrons. I saw upoh ' 
the de$ks of many o^ th« teachers, some work upon the subject of teach- ' 
ing.' They are also preparing for examination tor a higher grade of certj- 1 
ficates. . ^ 

One thing more is needed, in my opinion, to complete the system of 
edticatiom in our state, namely, high or union schools, where teachers '. 
cam, wh^B not in their own sohool room, prepare themselves for a highei* 
sphere of action. Until we have such a system, our public schools wil! ' 
notbe satisfectory, and until the people arouse from the lethargy aod 
apathy into which they have fallen, there will always be complaint of 
poor schools. I am looking forward to brighter days.

LA FAYETTE COUNTY. 

, What is true of Wisconsin as a State, is also true to a great extent of 
Lafayette, as a county. The State, .by a happy combination of rich min- 
eral resources, and richer agricultural advantages, has drawn within its 
borders individuals of almost every kindred and tongue, so the county, 
in this respect representing the State in miniature, has offered inducements, 
and given a lodgment to the representatives of almost every state and na- 
tionality. While this is true of certain districts of the state, it is al^ 
more especially true of certain portions of this county. 

We have the * nativp American, hailing 'from the east, the west, the 
north and the south. We have the Englishman, and the Irishman, the 
Germap, and the Scotchman, the Frenchman and the Scandinavian. 
When the peculiar habits, customs and prejudices of each are allowed to 
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giyd trayw-yrbani by cantaot a«d. by ioterohange of thougbt a^d opitiio«f 
all prominent lines of division are erased, this diversity of daiioDalitie^ 
makes tb^ best of sooiety, otbejrwisie it iniisjk operate to some exteat ^ pr^e-^ 
judieially to tbe bealthy progress of sobools, aod &cbool interests. Oer* 
tain localities of LaFayette oouDty bave suffered to some extent oq tU» 
aocouat* Time is effeating mucb, and changes for tbe better are ^lovly 
bQing wrought. Tbe war is fblt here as well as elsewhere. Its blightijig 
effects cannot pass unheeded, l^e great work at borne should be to coun- 
teract its evil influences upon the social fabric* But little po^itiye ad- 
vancement can be expected, unless to ^^hold our own" at the present 
time, be a step in advance. A gre^at draft has been made upon those who 
have usually takeii charge of the winter schools ; but I have etery reason 
to believe that tbiose wko aire about to take thie|r places, will coxApaire. t^ 
vorably in point of general qualifloations, with those who I^ave left. £t- 
erything has been done in the way of ^^ weeding out " that dare be done. 
ADd if a few sohoola have gone unsupplied for the want of .oompet^»t 
teachers, such things may well be regarded as a kind of sacrifice for the ' 
piftblic good. 

At the Spring Examioatiooa, public and private, 116 appiioantft were.< 
^'passed upon." Of these 91 wei^e licensed. Of the number Hoeosdd 7^. 
reoeiyetd certifiqates of the third grade; 5 ot the second grade; 5 of t^e; 
first grado, and 2 reeeive4 speojiaJi diatrict oertifieates. 

. At the FaU examinatloias ihm &r there h^ve been 52 applicants) B9<of 
whom have been. licensed. Of the dumber licensed, 33 have received cerw' • 
tificatea of the thi^rd grade; 3 of the seicond grade, and 3 received npeoiai;!

Of those licensed in the Spripg, S5 have been engiEiged in tpaohii^g in i 
the cou&ty during the summery 9 males and 76 females.

MABATHON COUNTY. . ' 

My first duty in connection with the schools after the ^rst of January 
last, was to visit them, and in doing so it became necessary to take notes 
concerning many items that might not be readily retained in the mind. 
Among others were, the location of school houses, furniture^ and arrange- 
ment of the same in the school room ; tiemperature, average ascertained 
by using a thermometer in every school room ; the methods resorted iQ to 
secure discipline of the mind ; kind of text books in use ; the number of 
visits by parents, and the interest taken by them in regard to schools, &c. 

The number of schools visited during the winter term was thirty-three, 
requiring a distance of about 370 miles to be traveled to reach them. 
The largest number of schools in any one town was six ; two towns sup- 
ported but one school each. By reference to the notes taken I find that 
the lowest average temperature of any school room was 34** Fab., the 
scholars showing strong indications of being uncomfortable, and appear- 
ing almost totally incapable of making any advancement in study or 
mental improvement, although under the charge of an ezodlent teacher.

Tke highest average temperature of any school room was 78^ Fah., 
the scholars being or seeming to be incapable of rigorous mental applica- 
tion by reason of inhaling the yitiated air of the room. In many instan- 
ces the temperature would vary above and below this average. After a 
careful examination of nearly all of the school rooms, I am led to the 
coQclusion that, in regard to health, there is not a well regulated school 
room in the county, although much has been done to better their condition. 

Among other things which our schools have at present to contend 
against is the want of uniformity of text books, for,aside from readers and 
Bpeller8,our schools use l\\ kinds, scarcely a single school using the same 
books, so that they can be classified. A pressing demand seems to be made 
that this evil should be remedied, and that some system be adopted by 
which uniformity can be soured, at least for each county. 

The results of the spring examinations were that 36 out of 55 appli- 
OMits received certificates ; nearly all who were licensed commencing im- 
mediately to teach, and in nearly every instance, as far as has been heard 
from, with good success. 

This system of examination seems likely to call out and hold in the 
field the best class of our teachers, and while the few who are nearly 
worthless are ke^ out of competition with the best, the system holds out 
strong inducements to those who are fitting themselves for teachers, to 
prepare fully for the duties of the teacher before commenoing to teach. 

Of 51 different districts 45 have maintained school during the summer. 
Of the success of- the summer schools it may be sufficient to say, that so 
far as has been ascertained, none have been closed by a failure on the 
part of the teacher. It was found indispensable to grant a few limited 
licenses to prevent the total suspension of some schools, but the experi- 
ence of the past summer has been that the practice is of slight impor«» 
tance,'otherwise than to secure the district its portion of the state school 
fund, as very few who intend to teach at all will neglect to be present at 
some one of the different places of examination, and come up to the stan- 
dard ior 3d grade certificates. Although the war has been and is telling 
upon our school interests by calling from our midst most of our male 
teachers, keeping the larger pupils from school to fill the vacancies caused 
by the enlistments oi fathers and brothers, and embarrassing many who 
remain with us, pecuniarily, yet there are good reasons for hoping and ex- 
pecting that none of our schools will be closed in consequence of these 
things. There are several new school buildings in process of erection J 
and the evidence is clearly shown, that with but few exceptions, the com- 
modious school building will soon occupy the site where once stood the 
" old log school house." 

In granting certificates, as at present, there seems to be something 
wrong. According to the law regulating the matter, certificates of the 3d 
grade are now granted for one town only, and while the teacher may be 
granted a license for one town he may engage a school in another town, 
and unless the certificate be altered from one town to the other the 
teacher must necessarily be debarred from teaching, and if the license be 
changed from one town to another at the request of the teacher, it is 
equivalent to granting a county certificate for 3d grade. It would seem 
that some change or modification of the law might be made so that it 
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xnight be clearly un^derstood and tben fully lived up to by botb superin- 
tendent and teacber. 

I do not claim to bave bad tbe experience necessary, nor am I anxious 
to dictate in a matter of tbis kind, yet if I may be allowed 1 would^ like 
to present wbat my brief experience suggests. 

The suggestion is tbis : Tbat tbe law be so altered tbat 3d grade cer- 
tificates extend over tbe county^ but be limited as to time — perbaps for 
one term. On tbe wbole, our county now presents evidence of a strong 
determination to maintain tbe common scbool as tbe foundation stone of 
tbe liberties of tbe people.

OCONTO COUNTY. 

. Last spring, upon assuming tbe duties of my office, I found that the 
only teachers we bad were such as bad been persuaded to teach by fxieads 
^r relatives, and could do so as well as not, as the town superiutendeats 
nfver fixamined th^m. 

I am happy to say there were a few exceptions, but generally speaking 
the teachers were not suited to their calling. I have tried hard to inau- 
gurate a new system of things, and am proud, to say that this fall, oyer 
one-half of our schools are supplied for the winter by wide-awake aftd 
educated teachers from our different seminaries of learning, both east and 
west. Four of our teachers are graduates from Appleton ; one from Har- 
vard ; one from Milwaukee ; one from Waupaca county, holding a " first 
grade certifieate" from Supt. Wernli, and I am daily expecting two or 
three from Hillsdale, Mich., and Jonesville, Mich., whom I have induced 
to come here. Take it all in all, the si/s(em of a county swperintendeneyy is 
meeting with tbe hearty support of every true friend of our public $chooky 
throughout the enlke ccnmty. 

The prospects of our public schools are fifty per cent, better to day than 

they were one year ago.

PIERCE COUNTY. 

The influence of the new system of superin tendency in tbis county, lias 
been most satisfactory. Although it has, for-, tbe time being, rendered 
teachers very scarce, and obliged us to call for teachers from abroad, our 
schools are being much improved. A majority of those who have hereto- 
fore received certificates and taught, are, this fall, attending school, and 
will do so through the winter. 

Those who bave succeeded in obtaining certificates are hard at work 
during their leisure, to prepare for a higher standing at their future ex- 
aminations. It is generally understood among ail our teachers that the 
standard will be raised at each successive examination. Parents, also, 
as well as the children and teachers, seem td evince a new interest in the 
subject of having better sceools. 

Our county is thinly settled, but our citizens seem to have a growing 
interest in the success of our schools, and great confidence in the new 
system of supervision.

. j;,'have visited nearly all t\e schools of tie county twice, and laye 
tak^n and preserved careful notes of mj observations regarding the (pial- 
ifications of teajchers, the character of the school houses^ the attendtnce 
of' scholars, and all the more important matters pertaining. to the effldenoy 
of the schools;, and from the positive data thus obtaiucd I trust I may 
be able to present a tolerably definite and accurate idea of their condi- 
tion. 

Thp n^mb^ of school houses in the county is eighty ; of this number 
olie naif may be termed good, including many first class buildings, pleas- 
antly and healthfully locatcfd, tMtefuUy d0aigBed, conveniently arranged, 
well ventilated^ and provided with ' a fair amount of apparatus. About 

^ otie^fburth are barely respeotabfe, "but defective in more or less of the 
9JI^^ tespecits ] the remaining on4e-fV>urth are generally of a very inferior 
land, almost wholly devoid of all attvactiveness or even comfort ;• •Id

TllJs classifibation of school hibuses will also applv to thcteaehers and 
s^iihools^ ^oviug that poor school houses, poor teachers and poor sdhools 

' are usually found' together ; < as districts that, are tinable to appreciate the 
pfimary neceiisity of suitable' school houses, aiid neglect to provide them, 
wUl rarely be able» even if inclined, to obtain good teachers, and, *♦ As 
Ibhe teacher, so will be the school/' 

A majority of our teachers are discharging their duties in a very satis- 
fKictory manner ; and comprised in this class are ii^Skny of superior ability, 
who are an honor to the profession and to the county ; teaohers woo 
comptehend and b<ppreciate the true nature of their work, and faithfully, 
earnestly and successfully st^VQ tp perform, it. About one-fourth are 
acquitting themselves moderately well, but are deficient, to some extent, 
ill experience and professional culture, though possessing, in a good de- 

: gpae^ the natural qualifications esseiktial to success in teaching, anci dil- 

. ppsed to avail themselves of all possible moans for unprovement The 
•ropaaining fourth comprises those who are tolerated only as a matter of 

! necessity, occasioned chiefly by the erroneous idea of economy that pif^ 
vails in some districts, causing them to limit the compensation and to p»r- 
SUC; so illiberal a course in providing for th0 support of their sehools that 
they are unable to obtain competent teachers ; and in some instanoeis, on 
the representation of district officers that suf^h was the Case, and upon 
.tbe^ir urging;, in justification of their action,, the poverty of the distrioty I 
hav0 been compelled, rather than to suffer such districts to be deprived of 
schools entirely, to grant limited, or temporary certificates, to unqualified 

J bitvet examined, thus far, about twe hundred applicants,, and there 
are now in force in the county three first grade coitlfieatesj nine second 
gracte^ 0110 h)ai)4ted and one third grade, and twenty three fourth grade^ 
or limited ; many of the latter being limited in complieuoe with the law 
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ifM|Uirii3gthe^limitatioiii pf.all eevtificates granted to persons not examined, 
ait the publie exaniina^tions. The number of higher, grade certificates is 
sbqaU, as there have been but few ap^licants^ and I have been strict in 
requiring superior qualifications on the part of those receiving them, in 
order to maintain their value as evidence of superior ability, and as in- 
centives to teachers to improve. I have reason to believe, that in the 
futtire there will be more applications for higher grade certificates, and* 
that more will be entitled to receive them. 

When all of our schools are in operation, one hundred and four teach- 
ers are required to supply them ; it will be seen, therefore, that we have 
a suffipient number without employing those holding limited certificates ; 
and the majority of these were limited, not for want of qualifications, but 
for the reason previously assigned. 

The most important respeots, in my estimation, in which the teachers 
o£ this county are deficient, are, in methods of teachxng and in ihoroughnesi 
of instruction. There is too great an adherence to old and senselesa 
methods that are, or ought . to be, discarded in every well conducted 
school. In examinations I have designed to employ such questions h$ 
would tiest, particularly, the thoroughness of the applicant's knowledge of 
principles, and his familiarity with the whi/s and where/ores ; and much 
improvement is already madifest in this respect. There is everywhere 
discernible among the teachers, an increased interest in their work, and 
a greater feeling of emulation that prompts them to improve their quali- 
fications by every available means; but in order to encourage and enable 
them to do this more fully, it is necessary that they receive a more ade- 
quate compensation for their services, and more permanent evrvphymmi 
than is at present afforded. 

There are several schools in the county that send forth some goo^ 
teachers ; among which is the Racine High School, to which the county 
is indebted for many of its most efficient and successful instructors. A- 
Teachers' Institute has been organized, and has held one session, Which 
was very largely attended by the teachers of the county ; another will be 
held in the spring. I also propose to organize local, associations in the 
different inspection districts of the county. One of the greatest obstaeletl 
that detracts from the efficiency of our schools, is the irregular attendance 
of scholars. Teachers, generally, seem to appreciate the magnitude of this 
evil, and endeavor, as far as they can, to remedy it ; but they do not, in 
many instances, receive that co-operation from parents that they should ; 
parents themselves are chiefly responsible for this evil, and no very satis- 
factory degree of improvement can be expected, in this direction, until 
they more fully realize its importance, or until it is made the subject of 
legislative action. 

The anticipation of increased national and state taxes, in consequence 
of the war, has occasioned a disposition in some localities, to economize by 
Jeasening the amount of means appropriated to the support of schools; 
but in general, the relation of education to national prosperity, seems to 
be better comprehended, and its support as liberally provided for as 
.heretofore. Our schools have felt severely the effects of the war, from 
the great scarcity of male teachers, occasioned by the absence of those 
who have entered the army. A majority of the best male teachers of the 
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eonnty have abandoned the scbool room for the camp ; deeply do we feel 
dieir loss, for we needed them in our schools ; bat the country needed 
ihem more, and they have nobly responded to her call. Heretofore, dur- 
ing the winter terms, there have usually been engaged in our sohools 
nearly fifty male teachers ; during the ensuing winter there will be less 
ihan one rourth of this number. 

In conclusion, I think I am justified in saying, that notwithstanding 
ihe unfavorable effects of the great national difficulties in which the 
country has been involyed, there has been a very perceptible degree of 
improYcment in the educational affairs of this county, since the adoption 
of the system of County Superintendency. Improvement is more es- 
pecially discernible in the superior grade of teachers now engaged in the 
•ohools ; in the increased interest manifested by school officers and the 
people generally, in .their welfare and progress ; and in the new life and 
yitality that it has infused into all the various agencies contributing to 
their advancement ; and I believe that the good results thus far accom- 
plished are but a modicum of those which it is destined to secure, when 
the advantages of the system shall be more fully developed.

RICHLAND COUNTY. 

The schools, generally, had been in operation about a month before I 
entered upon the duties of the office ; I succeeded, however, in visiting 
the larger number, and found them in a better condition than I expected. 
The Teacherslnstitutes, held under the. auspices of the Regents of Normal 
Schools, are in a large measure deserving of the credit. Even those teach- 
ers who had no opportunity of attending were stimulated to prepare them- 
selves more thoroughly. During the summer the schools were exceed- 
ingly small, l^e absence of our young men in the army rendering nec- 
essary the assistance of even small children in the fields. 

In most of the districts but little attention was paid to the schools by 
parents, as far as it would be indicated by their visits. In a few instances 
at the solicitation of teachers, parents have been prevailed upon to encour- 
age teacher and pupils with their presense. The attendance of pupils 
has been respectable, but by no means what it should be. The average 
attendance has been about two-thirds of those whose names were regis- 
tered. 

The war excitement has diminished very materially the number of male 
teachers, and the larger boys have disappeared from the schools for & 
similar reason. The more advanced female pupils have also been withdrawn 
to supply the lack of teachers. Many districts are exoeedinglv cautious as 
to expenditure, apprehensive that heavy taxes will be entailed by the pros- 
ecution of the war for the union. A school will be maintained for more 
than one term in a less number of districts than usual, in consequence of 
ihe war. But on the whole the influence of this general depression of our 
industrial interests will not bo very severely felt in educational affairs. 

In portions of our county the school houses are respectable, and suffi- 
cient for the accommodation of the children. In other parts, however, 
the houses and their furniture are of the 'worst possible description. 
Many of these, however, have been designed to meet a present w^nt, and 
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will soon gire way to better structures. The furniture, in a n&joritj of 
instances, is inexcusably rude and unsuitable. 

But little attention has been paid to the location of dchool houses, be- 
yond convenience of access. The sites are generally without any natural 
beauty, and altogether unadorned by art. Good taste has rarely been 
consulted in the internal arrangement of the buildings, or in their sur- 
roundings. 

At the spring examinations about one hundred and ten made applica- 
tion for certificates. Seventy-three certificates were granted; all but 
three of the third grade. Since the examinations I have issued seyeral 
district certificates. Others were prevented making application because 
. of the probability of failure. As far at least as the examination of 
teachers is concerned, there has been a decided advance upon the old 
>method, of the working of which I have knowledge, as former town su- 
perintendent. General satisfaction is felt, although some complaint if 
occasioned by the decrease in the number of qualified teachers, some dii- 
^ricts having been deprived of schools in consequence. 

In conclusion, the general interest which is taken in the schools » 
•encouraging. There seems to be universal acquiescence in the new order 
of things. More efficient teachers will certainly be introduced into«otir 
Bchools. The teachers are making special efforts to qualify themselvef 
for their work. Failure to obtain certificates has stimulated some to in- 
creased diligence, and others are preparing to secure a higher grade. Our 
institute has just closed. The attendance was very good, considering the 
unfavorable state of the weather^ and the interest manifested by the 
'teachers was altogether beyond my expectation.

ST. CROIX COUNTY. 

Last winter I visited all but two schools. In many schools were found 
teachers who held certificates without having ever been examined. It Is 
unnecessary for me to state that those who, according to their own state- 
ment, know only ** a little of radin and ritin, sir," have given up the idea of 
teaching. In a large portion of the schools were found the old and de« 
servedly obsolete methods of teaching. In a smaller number was found 
the old method of brute force government ; while in a few were found 
good order, neatness and accomplished teachers. The majority of teach- 
ers allowed whispering, and some permitted. the scholars to leave their 
places and communicate at pleasure. At the summer visitation I found 
a better state of things. Better order prevailed as a general thing, and 
improved methods of teaching were adopted, to a greater or less extent/ 
by all who attended the spring institutes, held in each inspection district 
The schools in which whispering was permitted, were the exception and 
not the rule. Corporal punishment I am happy to say, has nearly disap- 
peared from our schools, and yet they are better governed than before.

Some of our school-houses are 
eipitirely wijlihout maps, charts and globes, while others are only partially 
Bupi^Ued. . Only pn^ or two are without hlack-boards. This state Of 
t^^g9r is. being gradually iiaproved and 1 truBt that it will not be long: 
before every .pchool^house i^ this 99^f^^y wiUbe well supplied with all the 
necessary a|p|^nrtenances. . One very important appendage has heretofore 
been Siaaly neglected in.thia county which I am endeavoring to remedy, 
and so far have succeeded very well.

Giving a proper ventilation to school liQnses haaalso been somewhat neg- 
lected, but more attention is now being given to this very important mat- 
ter, and upon the whole, I think we should Dot sufSer by a comj^ax^n 
with the school-houses of some of our neighboring counties.

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welly as for a boy to return to his class after a day's absence , and not dis- 
inrb the working of the whole. So much is it esteemed an evil to have 
a pupil thus absent, that many of our best teachers prefer to give extra 
hours to the pupil, beside those assigned to the school, to bring up the 
tost lessons. Though much has been said upon this subject, many pa- 
rents seem to have no realization of the mischief of a little indifference 
on their part to the constant attendance of their children. Parents and 
ftriends or schools should visit them frequently. I have, been gratified to 
observe the interest of the friends of our schools, in a very few instances 
in the county, but this gratification has been mingled with regret at the 
apparent want of interest of a large proportion of the parents of the chil- 
dren in our Public Schools. 

The value of a school is often measured by the importance its patrons 
attach to it. Other things being equal, it is a universal rule, that in 
those districts where the inhabitants most frequently and systematically 
visit the school, there the best schools are found. Teachers seek such 
schools to teach, because the parental influence in such districts is always 
active in support of every good measure to make them successful. 

Parents may not be aware of the influence which their seeming neglect 
may es:ert, and hence are, in som% degree, excusable, but I believe it to 
be the duty of all parents to know from actual observation, what is being 
done in their achool. 

During the past year three new and commodious schdol houses have 
been built to supplant as many rude and rough huts that have heretofore 
been used for school purposes. In several instances have small and 
sparsely settled districts been consolidated, thereby rendering the school 
more efficient. It is to be hoped that this good work will continue until 
our schools are all of sufficient size to render them efficient. No new dia - 
tricts have been formed to my knowledge. 

I have watched carefully the effects of this wicked rebellion upon our 
schools, and I am pleased to be able to state, that, although a few parsi- 
monious individuals have advocated the shortening of our school terms, 
and a reduction of wages, yet a great majority of the people are firm in 
the belief that our Public Schools must be sustained. I do not believe 
that they will consent to see their schools discontinued or deprived of the 
necessary support. Economy will and should be practiced, yet I am sure 
that our common, schools, the bulwarks of our civil liberty, will be 
maintained. 

I have noticed in this county, what is undoubtedly true throughout the 
entire North, that a great portion of the larger male pupils have gone forth 
to do service for their country, in this her hour of greatest peril; and this 
fact alone is a strong argument in favor of the support and maintenance 
of these nurseries of loyalty to the government. . '

WAUPACA COUNTY. 

In eompliauoe i^ith your wishes, I submit for your consideration and 

S^roval the following report of the pttblio schools of the county of 
«nipaca.' I shall oonfine myself to the most important points, and eon^ 
dense my report as much as possible. 
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TEACHERS. 



1. Number engaged in the schools last winter : male teaohers 38 ; fe- 
male teachers 38 ; total 76. 

2, Number engaged during the summer term: male teaohers, 13 ; fe- 
males teachers 71 ; total 84. 

3* The public examinations irere held at 5 different places last spring. 
The average time occupied by one ezamination was 3 days. The standard 
WA» held as low as possible, to encour^e the teaehers, and every examin- 
ation was preceded by instruction in the art of teaching, calculated to 
create in the true teacher a desire for perfection. The applicants for, 
certificates exhibited more learning than education, and the examination 
was conducted to test their common sense, their judgment and their abil- 
ity to teach, as well as their knowledge. Although the proceedings were 
entirely new to all the teachers, they patiently submitted to the new form, 
and worked with great perseyerance. The following is the result of the 
spring examinations.

Ayerage age of the teachers 22 years ; average experience 3^ terms j 
the youngest teacher 16 years ; the oldest 46 yeaips, with 20 years expe- 
rience. 

The certificates, even for first grade, were granted oi>ly for the summer 
term, under the condition of a re-examination in the fall. I informed 
the teachers of my intention to raise the standard of qualification at the 
fall examination, invited them to attend the Normal Institute, and did all 
in my power to lead them onward. 

THE NORMAL INSTITUTE \ 

was held at Waupaca &om the 19th of August until the 12th of Sept., and 
was attended by 114 persons, the great majority of whom were live teach-, 
ers. They silucUed hard,and a decided improvement in deportment, order, 
punctuality, and knowledge, was visible day by day; and this, ardent 
desire of our teachers for improving themselves, and. the expressed satis- 
&otion and praise by C. H« Allen and P):of. SUl, their teachers, nourished 
my hopes of raising the public schools in this. county to.a flourishing con- 
dition. Many of our qualified teachers did not teach during la^t summer, 
but attended good schools, to fit themselves for a higher grade. There are 
three organized Town Teachers' Associations in ihe Cfeunty,. in Ida, New 
London and Waupaca, each of them embracing several towns. Twelve. 
young teachers united themselves in New London into a Private School, 
under the guidance of C. W. Packard; and a number of lady teachers in 
the Town of Lind organized a school, each of them teaching certain 
branches assigned to her. These are signs indicating life and progress on 
the part of our teachers, and I expect decided in^rovementsinourschoob'^ 
next winter.

Our teachers must 
first lave a taste for it^ and' the next Normal Institute will work in 
Ijhis direction. 

The majority of the school bouses are bare of the necessary charts and 
outline maps yet- but eyen here wats more done dttrin|^ the last year th»i» 
eveif before, and my eiforts to show the necessity of these aide w-ere »o*i 
without ftuit. 

INCBEBSff OF S>HiK C13^IS8IfB IN SC^QQLB. 

The schools In the county are gaining ground in the public estimation. 
A de«tp ioteiest is manifested by the citizens for public education. They 
unite' their eifforts with the teachers' and mine, to obtain the best results. 
I find more support, aid, and willingness on the part of the citizens and 
teachers for the introduction ef better methods, more practical instruc- 
tion and new braaoliQS) ki)A for the increase ^of the number of school 
months J th^n I ever ventured to hope. Teachers and citizens are in favor 
of .^ higher standard of qaalifieatioB of the teacher. 

One javil is quite cRfficult to refbr m, the frequent ohange. of teaebei». 
This, and the short period for which they commcoily ate euplojed, ace^ 
obstacles against teaching beeeming a profession. Of o«r teaekets I ean 
hardly cal! one eighth professional teachers. The majoiri^ of tiiem ard 
ladles whq in general are well educated and fit for the high poaitioii they 
occupy, jret the short period t^ey follow teaching, draws too many he- 
ginners into the field^ and hinders the schools ia their pvogresa. 

^e war excitement has had no effect upon avas district aohoQls utitil 
Qow, but I feel the bad effects of the present war io My eftdeavors to ia- 
troduce a system of graded schools into oar eoaaty. The high taxes, 
and the dark prospects of the future have bafled my efforts until now; 
and only ip a glorious close of the present bloody strile for oar Unitm 
rests my hope of success in a plan which would add eoannch to the vahie 
of our public schoohs. In county and town high sohoole we eoald employ, 
good; professional teaehers for years, and give our youth that edueatioot. 
which the fulfilling of their dutiei as free eiticens cfemaads. The neees- 
sity of the organization of those schools is felt and admitted by our citi- 
zens; but they postpone the project for better times. Except Uie loss of 
several good teaehers who left the oeunty in the ranks of our volunteers,, 
ajid the jxresent hesitation of our citizens to accede to my proposals in re- 
gaid to high schools^ the war excitement has had no visible effect upon* 
our schools, and they are flourishing more than ever. 

An evil, peculiar to. some parts of our county is the non-payment of 
t^es by speculators^ Many districts, although raising burdensome taxes 
for-^hool purposes, have nothing to pay their teachers with but tax cer- 
tificates, a port, of pay, disliked and refused; and th6y caapot, even witb 
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ihe greatest effort, hire a qualified teaclier, bnt are eompelled to emplor 
:& teaclier with a district certificate; and are therefore su&riug underdid 
ficnlties thoj have not the power to remove. I wish, fbr the benefit of 
these districts, the laws ^ere more strict in regard to the payment 
•of taxes.

rV.— TEACHERS' CERTIFICATES. ' 
The operation of the Law of i 862, providing for Graded Certificates, 
has produced a marked change in the qualifications of Teachers. But 
Mie thing seems to be lacking. We have many well qualified Profession* 
al Teachers in our State. That they may receive some mark of distinctioa 
from the many who make Teaching 4 mere stepping stone to some other 
^employment, I would recommend the establishment of one other Grade of 
Certificates, to be called StcUe CertificcUe$y to be in force for five yearSi. 
unless sooner annulled, . This Certificate should issue from the State De- 
partment, the State Superintendent calling to his aid> in the. work of ex- 
amination, such men as would give weight and character to the examina- 
tion, and make the Certificate worth striving for. Teachers possessed of 
sueh Certificates might render essential servieeto the County Superintea- 
dents in their work of examining Teachers. 

Until I had witnessed the workings of the system of. State Certificates 
in the State of Illinois, I had m4ny doubts as. to its ej^pediency. The 
results manifest in Illinois have rei^oved all my objections, and have en- 
couraged me to urge its adoption in this State^

v.— TEACHERS' INSTITUTES, : 

The fund heretofore used by the Board of Normal Regents fbr fjie 
prosecution of the work of organizing and conducting Teachers' Insti- 
tutes, has become so small as to be entirely insufficient to meet the de- 
mands of the State. Institutes held under the direction of County Su- 
perintendents, except in the more thickly settled and larger counties, have 
lacked the much needed stimulus of numbers. Expenence has shown 
that Institutes of two or three weeks' duration are the most profitable. 
In the parts of the state farthest removed from incorporated Colleges, 
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Academies and SemiiiarieB, which afford peouliitr facilities for infltrttc4;ioirr 
some temporary agency should be devised, which will in part, at least, 
compensate for their lack of advantages. Nothing seems better suited to 
this purpose than the Normal Institute. Ten such Institutes, each accom- 
modating two or three contiguous counties, could be cheaply held. If 
one thousand dollars could be set aside for this purpose, to be expended 
under the direction of the Superintendent of Public Instruction, as much 
good could be accomplished as would follow an expenditure of twice that 
amount through a separate agency, which would consume in expenses of 
agency half the sum appropriated. The management of these Institutes^ 
would not increase very materially the labors of the State Superintendent. 
He is required by law to visit all parts of the State. He could so arrange 
the Institutes as to make no additional travel necessary, and through the 
agency of the Institutes thus held, could make his influence more gener- 
ally felt. I trust some action may be had upon this matter during the 
. present session. 

VI.— NORMAL SCHOOLS. 

The foundation of all structures is essentially the same. There may^ 
be variety of form, and different degrees of finish, but the material neces- 
aary cannot with safety be varied. The foundation well laid, the super- 
itructure is safe whatever uses it serves. The foundation studies of the 
child must be the same, whatever the specialty of tho man be. Special . 
training schools are established for those who would become adepts in any 
calling, whether industrial or intellectual. He who lays the foundation 
needs special training, as well as those engaged upon the superstructure. 
To meet this just demand Normal Schools have been established in many 
of the older states. The necessity of such a school need not be argued. 
In the war waged with the rebellion, we have heard much of the necessity 
of military discipline. The school of the soldier has been filled for nearly 
two years. Camps of instruction have been established. Failures have 
been attributed to want of military skill and lack of discipline. The war 
waged against ignorance is severe. Liability to failure is great. The re- 
volts of failure are disastrous. We need special training. Schools estab*- 
Ibhed merely for instruction in various branches of study, will not, under 
their peculiar organization, furnish facilities for instruction in the Art of 
Teaching. In this age of schools for instruction in the various arts, the 
Art of Teaching should not be forgotten. 

No temporary expedients can supply the place of the Professional 
School, or in any way diminish the necessity for such a school. The 
preparatory work has^ to a great extent, been done in this State. The de- 
mand for a Normal School is pressing. No danger need be appre- 
hended from a forward movement. A private Normal School, but re- 
cently opened in the city of Madison, gives evidence that the teachers 
of the State are ready to avail themselves of any advantages afforded. 
Limited pecuniary means alone stand in their way. This obstacle cannot 
be removed by private enterprise. The state should at once offer the 
helping hand to the manj who are struggling forward in the noble work 
of self-culture. 

The Normal Departments of Colleges, Academies and High Schools 
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hvte done a gdod work, btii with Aone of them is Normal Instrocidon tlieir 
dirst wotk. It is but a secondary' matter The money these lDstitutko» 
■have received, has not secured the results it should have seciired. £kson« 
omy demands a dlfferotit use of the funds set apart £br Normal School 
purposes. The Normal Fund is not large enough to provide all neoeo* 
fiary buildings and fixtures. It may be eufficieat to endow a Professor* 
flhip. The time of the Professor may, for a few years at least, be given 
to his specific work, in conueetion with three or four lofltitutions having 
^od buildings and of easy Sfccess to the tea^chers of their several seotioiui. 
The fund distributed among the several schools ^f the state, would aote 
than pay the salary of such a Profeedor^ and ibe Institutions reeerv* 
ing hic^ services would be profited far more thahunder the present' arrangi^ 
ment. Thie suggestion is not made with any reference to permanency. Lb 
is made to meet what may be dieeikied a necessity arising from the inabilitj 
of the StatO; in these trying <ames; to make provision for a fuHy equipped 
Normal School. Such a school should be established at as early a daite 
as possible. The expedient suggested is an advance upon the present 
system, or rather, want of system, and may be nkade to pave the way for 
the distinct Normal School. 

The Fund now set apart as a Normal Fund will be amply sufficient foj: 
the purpose above indicated, if it can be econotiiically managed. TheVfe 
is no need of a large Board of Trustees fbr its management. The Gor- 
«rnor, Secretary of State and Superintendent of Public Instruction; conifd 
manage the matter without any expense to the Fund or to the State. It 
should be left with these officers to designate the person to fill the chair 
of Normal Instruction, as also the schools to be visited by such Pro- 
fessor. The expenses of the present Agency are necessarily very large, 
and much of a very small Fund is used in operating the machinery of 
the system. At any rate the Fund may be managed more economically 
and more efliciently than under the present system. 

VII. HIGH SCHOOLS. 

In urging the claims of the High School as a necessary part of a Pub- 
lic School system^ I shall meet with opposition from various sources. The 
most prominent opposers are: 

1. Those who oppose the whole Free School system. 

2. Those, who subscribe to the idea of Free Schools only so far as 
they are designed to meet the nscesiiHes of the people and therefore ob- 
ject to any public support of schools for instruction in higher branohes. 

8. Those, who, while thev labor zealously for the promotion of higher 
education in the line of Private Schools, Seminaries^, and Colleges, through 
mistaken zeal, decry the Public High School as a meddlesome rivdl. 

4. Those, who convinced of the utter futility of the various objec- 
tions urged by others, cover themselves with the broad mantle of unntm- 
ttiiuiwnaUty^ and can find nothing in the letter or spirit of the Constiiu- 
tion that will warrant the establishment of High Schools. 

Of these several classes there are various subdivisions. 

For sake of convenience of arrangement I shall consider those various 
objections in an order differing from that in which they are stated.

:tion was framed. The Constitutions and Statutes of other States in force 
previojos to 1847, will give us some clue to the popular opinion relative to 
.Bree Schools at that time, since the Laws of a State are very properly 
supposed to reflect the public opinions of that State. Further than this, 
Opinions and Practices generally accord At the outset, let it be re- 
membered that it is not the name^ but the principle we wish to establish 
and though in the illustration oiF the subject the terms Primary School, 
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Orammar School and High School may occur, they are bat parts of a 
gystem founded upon the broad principles of free tuition to pupils of cer- 
tain ages. So long as we confine ourselves to those schools which were 
supported entirely by Public Funds and taxation of property, and open- 
ed their doors alike to rich and poor, the argument will be fair,although 
names may rary. 

Connecticut and Massachusetts strive for the honor of introducing upon 
American soil the Free School system. They shall be consulted first. 
One must be mentioned first, but the friends of the other may trans- 
pose their order if they so desire. 

The Constitution of Connecticut adopted in 1818 contains these words : 
^'Public or Common Schools, and for the equal benefit of all the people of 
the State." 

The Legislature acting under that Constitution in 1841, gave to School 
Districts the power "to establish and maintain Common Schools of diflFerent 
grades ;" the schools of higher grade to be public and supported at 
Public Expense. Certificates were to be given to teachers setting forth 
the branches the candidate is capable of teaching, provided no certificate 
shall be issued to a person not qualified to teach Beading, Writing, 
Arithmetic and Grammar thoroughly, and the rudiments of Geography 
tad fiistory. Connecticut demanded certain branches to be taught in her 
€ommon Schools and made special provision for instruction in other 
. and higher branches several years brfore our Constitution was adopted 
and all under the name of Common or Public Schools. 

The Constitution of Massaohusetts reads thus : *^ Itshall be the duty of 
legislatures to cherish the interests of literature &o., espeoially the Uni- 
versity at Cambridge, Public Schools and Grammar Schools in the towns.'* 
Here the term Grammar Schools is introduced, but the difiierence in teiDis 
is of little or no weight since the principle of fre$ tuition is the one really 
at issue. The Massachusetts statute of 1826 required schools to be es- 
tablifthed wherever 50 families were found, in which should be taught all 
;tke lower Ei^glish branehes. For every 500 families a school should be 
opened for instruction in additional branches of History, Book- keeping, 
Sirveying, G^metry and Algebra. For every 4000 inhabitants in any 
one town a still higher grade should be established for instruotion in Latin; 
Greek, History, Bhetoric and Logic. The statute also makes provisiQU 
that any town not containing 500 families may provide for instruotion in 
higher branches. 

In the State of New Fork there are no specifications as to branches to 
be taught, and no implications as to what they may be. But for years 
before the adoption of our Constitution the Common Schools of New 
York afforded facilities for instruction in the higher English Branches. 

The first Constitution of the State of Ohio after making provision for 
Public Schools says, " The doors of the said schools. Academies and 
Universities shall be open for the reception of scholars, students and 
teachers of eoery grade, without any distinction or preference whatever." 
^< Schools and the means of instruction shall forever be encouraged by 
legislative provision.'* 

Ten years previous to the framing of our Constitution the Statutes of 
Ohio contained the following provision : *' Directors may determine the 
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«tndiea to be pursued in eaeb school, so that Reading, 'Wfiiing and Aritli* 
metio shall be taught in the English Language ; Provided^ that nothing 
in this act shall be so construed as to prevent any othor language^ in ad- 
dition to the English, from being taught in the Common Scliools at the 
discretion of the Directors." Incorporated towns, cities and boroughs 
xnay establish schools of different grades." 

The Statutes of New Hampshire of 1842 appropriate the School 
Money exclusively to the keeping of the English School or Schools for 
teaching Readinpj, Writing, Arithmetic and (Jrammar, together with 
fcuch other branches of English JUduoation as are adapted to advance the 
Schools. In any District having more than 50 scholars, the pupils may 
be divided into two or more divisions according to age or acquiremento, 
or both. 

The Constitution of Michigan provides for ''Primary Schools." The 
Statute? of 1843 give to Inspectors power to classify schools according 
to advancemept of pupils, into two or more classes, and to require that 
Buch pupils be taught in distinct schools or departments, ' . 

Some of the cases cited go so far as to include in prescribed studies for 
the district schools, the Higher English Branches and the Languages. 
Others, by providing for gradation of schools, indirectly declare that the 
full idea of a Public School embraces instruction in higher branches than 
Reading, Writing and Arithmetic. The practice of all District Schooilfl 
in making provision for instruction in higher branches as rapidly as oir- 
eumstances demanded, but adds to the testimony in favor of a broader 
and more comprehensive system of instruction than the one assigned to 
the Common School by the persons whose objections we are answering. 

While the larger part of the work properly belonging to the District 
School must, from the very nature of the case, be given to instruction m 
the fundamental branches of an English education, all the testimony ad* 
duced goes to show that the Common School, even in it$ technical mean- 
ing as derived from the practice of States where Common School Interests 
have been fostered, is not confined to that work. 

It remains to be shown that the first and succeeding Legislatures of 
. our own state, have accepted this broader view of the Common SohooL 
The first Legislature of the state had peculiar duties assigned them. 
They were to frame the laws in conformity with the Constitution. It ib 
presumed that they studied the Constitution thoroughly. Its provisions 
were fully understood by them. They show their understanding of the 
meaning of the term Compon School by the 79th and 80tli sections of ta 
act adopted by them in 1848, relating to Public Schools. 

" Sec. 79. Whenever the Superintendent of any town shall deem tkat 
the interests of any of the schools will be best promoted by so doing, he 
may form a single district of any two or more districts therein, and clas- 
sify the pupils into two or more classes, according to their proficiency 
. and advancement in learning, and require that &uch pupils be taught in 
J distinct schools or departments, as classified by them, &o. &e. 

" Sec. 80. The said Superintendent may also, upon the application pf 
the district board of any district, classify the pupils therein in the manner 
j^rescribed in the preceding section, &c. &c." 

. These sections provide for a ola^^ification of pupils »cpor4ing to ad* 
5SsuPT 
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-vuceinent;, without limit as to number of departments or extent of aol- 
vmncement. 

In the tear following, these sections were left out, and another substi- 
^te'd, fixing the branches that should be taught in the English language, 
Mnbraoing the Common English branches, ^' and such other branches as 
the district board maj determine upon." The law therefore, fixes no 
limit to the studies that may be pursued in the district schools, (after 
providing that certain branches shall be taught,) except in the discretion 
ef the District Board ; and among the duties assigned the District 
fioard is, the one of determining the text books that shall be used, witti- 
ont any restriction as to their extent or character. Subsequent legislation 
lias made provision for the establishment of High Schools to be supported 
at public expense, and to be free to all children between the ages of 4 
and 20 years. 

Such are the laws and such the practices. Do they conflict with the 
Cbnstitutions of the several states ? There is a tribunal established in each 
state, whose duty it is to answer such questions when properly brought 
liefore it. What hatve been the decisions of Supreme Courts upon this mat- 
ter 1 In a pretty thorough 'examination of the Supreme Court Reports 
of all the states where graded schools are established, I have been unable 
to find a single decision adverse to the practice. On the other hand but 
two decisions appear to have any bearing upon the subject, and both of 
iSiese in the State of Massachusetts ; one sustaining the inferior Court in 
the infliction of a fine upon a certain town for failing to maintain a High 
School, and the other of similar force with reference to a Grammar School. 
In the latter case the indictment found by the jurors of the lower Court, 
^nd which was sustained by the Supreme Court, was in words as follows : 

^^'The jurors on their^ oath present that the town of Dedham, in the 
'•cbilnly of {Norfolk, at said Dedham on tho 26th day of April, 1816, and 
from that time to the 26th day of April, 1817, did contain and still dolh 
^<jontain two hundred faimilies and upward ; and that said town of Dedham. 
at said town of Dedham, did, during all the time from said 2<)th day of 
April, 1816, to said 26th of April, 1817, neglect and still doe^ neglect the 
procuring and supporting of a Grammar School Master of good morals, 
and well instructed in the Latin, Greek and English languages, to in- 
struct children and youth in such languages, which is in subversion of 
that diffusion of knowledge and in hindrance of that promotion of eduoa- 
tipn, which the principles of a free government require, and which the 
■'tlohstitu^ion of the Commonwealth enjoins, and against the peacs and dig- 
nity of said commonweath, and the forms of the statutes in such cases 
. made and provided." 

At the same time the principle was enunciated that "every inhabitant 
kad a right to participate In the benefits of both descriptions of schools.*' 

It will bo observed that the indictment rests upon the town of Dedham 
in its corporate capacity. The town could not procure and support a 
Grammar School Master except at publicexpen.se. The public funds could 
mot support their schools Taxation must have been resorted to, and this 
Ibr instruction in Latin and Greek, as well as in English. To be sure,' a 
certain number of inhabitants must first be found within a town before 
tliese provisions could by law be made binding. But instruction in high- 
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er brauohes was a possibility of Coixm]K>Q Schools^ while less than , that 
ntimber were found in the town. The simple circuqastance of greater ^r 
less population did . nqt change the general idea which the law mak;ers*^f 
Massachusetts entertained of the Common School. It simply fiji^ed a tim<f 
it below which free tuition in higher studies could not be required of i^^y^ 
town. 

The Constitution does not make absolute and definite provision for ttie 
support and maintenance of district High Schools^ it is i^ue; but as a 
part of a system of Common Schools it is definitely provided for. At 
least nothing in the Constitution can be so construed as to prohibit the 
establishment of such a system, so long as ample provision is made for 
instruction in the elementary branches. Common sense would lead to 
»pch an interpretation by any person not blinded by prejudice, who looks 
i6 the general design of a State School system. Thus far I think I 
am warranted in saying — the Constitution does provide that certain stud- 
ies mmi be pursued, and others without limit mar/ be, at the discretion of 
the people, Who are taxed for their support.. 

Even if it be distinctly shown that the term Comrthon School, at the time 
of the adoption of our Constitution, meant nothing more than a school 
for instruction in the common English branches, are we to be governed by 
. past ideas, prevalent at a time when there was less demand for culture 
than at present ? Our country has made rapid strides within, the ^st 
quarter-century. Greater activity prevails everywhere, and in all depart- 
ments of labor, mental as well as physical. We must keep up with these 
demands^ in sehoo 1 matters, as we have in all that' pertains to individual 
pursuits; We use not the machines of i25 y^ars ago. We are not content 
with the slow modes of transporting men or messages that prevailed no 
longer ago than the time of the adoption of our Constitution. There. is 
an eager stretching forward to still greater achievements. They can ^ 
wrought out only through better culture. Let us not madly attempt to 
stop thia onward movement, but guard it and aid in bringing it to a suc« 
oessful issue. This necessity, as well as others, may demand a change of 
Constitution, if it stand in the way. States; sometimes outgrow Consti- 

. ttttions. 

t 

Turning to other opponents ; of the Isi class namedy there fure se>Ye|al 
subdivisions. 1. Those who are opposed to all edueaiian — happily few, 
and needing no special attention in thb State. Closely allied to th^m i^re 
those who object to free schools because they teaoh laboring men to th^nk, 
and thus prevent their subjection to the wealthier elapses, who^ ^^ff^J, 

' are born to rule. Though less barbarous than the former, tb%j ar^ ^£k^r- 
iag a system which certainly tends to barbarism. Still others clfiim that 
education is well enough, but the system of Free Schools is not to be tol- 
erated beoause it takes their money to edueate other people's ohildn^n. 
Their plea is, generally, that Private Propevty cannot be taken for Pubjic 
Use without some just compensation. Were an education like mere peou- 
niary possessions, this argument would have some weight From its vqry 
nature it is self-diffusive. It cannot be kept for the exclusive use and 
benefit of the person possessing it. Every man is made better by every 
other man's advancement in knowledge. Tke State at lai^e reaps the 

.benefits of intelligent industry. There is a just coq^eiMatioa to^^T^y 
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.taxed for the education of his poorer Deighbor's children, in the in- 
treased security to his own possessions, and in the diminished taxation 
&r the support of criminals and paupers. As the question at issue is a 
eonstitational one in part, no better authority can be cited than that of 
the great expounder of the Constitution. Webster says : '^For the pur- 
pose of Public Instruction we hold every man subject to taxation accor- 
ding to his property, and we look not at the question whether he have or 
have not children to be benefited by the education for which he pays. 
TVe regard it as a wise and liberal system of policy by which property 
and life and the peace of society are secured. We seek to prerent, in 
some measure, the extension of the penal code, by enlarging the capacity 
and increasing the sphere of intellectual enjoyment. We hope for a se- 
curity beyond the law and above the law, in the prevalence of an enlight- 
ened and well principled public sentiment." That a proper education 
produces these beneficial results reason declares, facts demonstrate. 

I say proper education, for it must be admitted that there is apparent 
ground upon which another class of objectors to our Free School sys- 
tem may rest. Their claim is that that the morals of the schools are very 
low ; that profanity and obscenity abound there. 

While we admit that there is some truth in the charge and mourn 
over it, it must at the same time be remembered that it is not a part of 
the system but an evil in part chars^able to the very persons who object 
to the schools on that ground. Take away from the Free Schools the 
support and patronage of the more intelligent and refined, and of course 
, ihey will be in danger of defilement. Again, there is little or nothing in 
the dry studies assigned to the Public School by this class of persons, 
which has any tendency to improve the morals or cultivate the taste. 
Peprived of the support of the better portion of community, the Public 
School becomes a nuisance, to be abated by removal to some spot unfit for 
anything else, and immured in some uncouth building whose every fea- 
ture begets loathing and invites to vice. Let the school be a school for 
the whole people and better influences will surround it. This serious and 
alarming defect can never be corrected by decrying it, while we stand afar 
off. We may justly fear the contamination our children must suffer from 
intercourse with the profane and vicious. But will it be any the less 
by our acknowledging its existence and refusing to make a step towards 
refiorm f Would it not be wiser for us to attempt to purify the fountain, 
of whose slareams our children will drink, guard them as zealously as we 
may? The argument used br this class of opponents . is a two edged 
fword. It may be turned as the very strongest argument in favor of our 
Graded Schools ; but of this hereafter. To those, who selfishly oppose 
High Schools because of pecuniary interest in Private Schools no answer 
need be given, except the general assertion, warranted by facts, that every 
effort made for the advancement of Free Schools has a direct tendency 
to increase a thirst for knowledge, which can be fully satisfied only by the 
facilities afforded by Colleges and Higher Seminaries. There is a vital 
connection between the various educational enterprises of our State which 
can not be ignored without fatal results to those who would in any way 
sever it. LtH each work m its own sphere and there can be no conflict. 
Th^reiaroom eaough for all, and each, should bid the other a heaxty 
Qod-speed — and so the liberal true friend of education will do. 
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Some of the direct arguments ia favor of my subject, will be lutrpdAiQiA 
by way of reply to the remaining claas of opposers. ' ,. ' \ •- ; 

Not a State, in whioh Free Schools are established upon their tnoM^,; 
est basis, and in which they receive the support and sympathy of the p<HK^ 
pie, is now in rebellion against the Government. A strong argument in 
support of the assertion I wish to make at the outset of mv discussion. 

The first aim of the State, that of self-preservation, can be best secured 
through the intelligence, refinement and virtue of her citizens. I use 
these terms in their broadest sense, aud claim that they will always ac- 
company that culture received through proper study of the Natural Sci- 
ences, Classics and Belles Letters, and, in a large majority of cases, are 
proportioned to that culture. The principle of self-government lies at 
the foundation of our institutions. In accordance with the spirit of theM 
institutions, any man may be called to govern others. The idea of gov- 
ernment involves submission to wholesome authority. No man is cQmpe« 
tent to the work of governing others who is not complete master of him- 
self. Mastery of self involves a knowledge of all the powers and capa* 
bilities of the man — physical, mental and moral — their relation to each 
other and to the world. This knowledge is found least of all in the dry . 
studies to which some would limit the Common School. Physiologyi 
Mental and Moral Science, furnish us with knowledge of self, while Phys* 
ioal Geography, Natural Philosophy, Chemistry and Botany, teach us 
somewhat of our relations to the world about us, and give us a glimpse of 
the Eternal Creator. I would not abate a single iota, the importance at- 
tached to the practical studies of Grammar, Arithmetic, Reading and 
Writing, but their claims need no special urging^ they are already suffi- 
ciently prominent. ^ 

Mere mastery of self, though an essential ingredient in the qualities of 
the good ruler, is not all that is required. The Philosophy of Govern- 
ment must be understood. Essential to this understanding, is a thorough 
acquaintance with History and Civil Polity, General History reaches 
back to men of other lands and men of other tongues than our own* 
Many Histories are sealed books to those who cannot read th« 
Greek and the Latin. The .good citizen must be a patriot. To insijirie 
love of country, he must appreciate the position his country holds, tji© 
principles to which she is pledged, and the end she is to aocon;iipUsh in ; 
the great Economy of Nations. His heart must be fired with emulation.' 
of patriots of past ag^s. The citizen of no other country on earth has sa 
great occasiqn to be filled with national pride as the American citLzen, lior" 
can the claims of country be so earnestly urged upon any. other. Ow 
country demands of us brain and heart. She will not excuse us for neg- 
lect of opportunities for the cultivation of either. She demands of ever^ 
one of her citizens sound judgment, correct reason, cultivated sensibili- 
ties, a well-directed will, polished manners and firm moral principle. Jjk 
there an American citizen who can listen tp her plea^ and then ooldlj 
turn aside and say, ^^ Just so much cultivation as is necessary to give me 
the means of subsistence I will secure, and nothing more." Is duty to 
country met by such a low and.selfish aioi? A higher cultivation, such aa . 
shall honor our country in, the eyes of the world, ^nd such as shall secure 
to her prosperity at home, is her . demand, ^nd the heart of evwy true- 
patriot will respond to her call. 
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T)ie State justly demands i\m higher cnltfire. But shall we make 
bricks without straw? Is it not her duty to foster, by every means with- 
in her power, the ifaterests of higher edueation ? These interests she must 
cherish and seek to advance in sttch a manner as shall be attended with 
the least expense, and at the same time be productive of the greatest 
good to the greatest number. No argument is needed to show that both 
these ends will be best attained by some general provisions under a State 
School system, open to all alike, offering as great advantages as wealth 
can purcnase, and yet at a price within the reach of the poorest. Private 
enterprise will still be liberally sustained and rewarded, but those who are 
able to avail themselves of its advantages will not monopolize intelligence. 
Friendly legislation is all that is asked. Experience has shown that the 
p'ebple are not over earnest to tax themselves for the support of such 
schools as are demanded, hence there is no need of restraint, but rather 
of encouragement. The duty of the State is enforced by these consider- 
ations. — Her prosperity depends upon the development of all her resour- 
ced. To their development inventive genius is absolutely essential. This 
is stimulated by the study of what are denominated the higher branches, 
edjJccially Natural Sciences and the Higher Mathematics, but cannot be 
crfeated by their study. It must be cultivated when found. It is found 
most frequently with those who toil, and are least able to meet the expense 
of private tuition. The most renowned inventors and the world's highest 
benefactors have come from those families to whom Dame Fortune has 
given little else than physical and mental powers and a will to use them, 
without the leisure to turn them in any other channel than that of daily 
toil for daily food. The old adage is still true, " Necessity is the mother 
of invention," but though begotten of necessity, its growth and develop- 
ment keep pace with the mental and moral culture of those who labor. 
Labor and thought are the parents of our best inventions. For the truth 
of this assertion, I need only point to our own land, which furnishes us a 
striking contrast. In these northern States 7a&ortn^ men think; thanks 
to a noble Free School which has taught them to think. The laborers 
of our Southern States allow others to do their thinking for them. For 
an machines and implements which so multiply man's power the South 
obmes to the North. Were wealth and leisure able to beget inventions, 
the South would be full of them, and none the less so were poverty, with- 
crtxt general intelligence, their fruitful source. Labor and thought must 
itoderstand each other. So far as they go hand in hand will prosperity 
attend us. The State, therefore, seeks her own highest good by giving 
to her sons of toil facilities for the highest culture. 

As has already been intimated, no system of instruction is productive of 
the greatest good to the greatest number unless it have the support of the 
intelligent and the virtuous. Let our system of Public Instruction be 
limited to the Common Branches, and the sympathy and support of the 
eflucated and refined are to a great extent taken from it. It loses all 
character as a system, and becomes a l^-word and reproach. Thrown to 
the poor as a pittance, with the intimation more or less broadly expressed, 
that it is the unpleasant duty ot the State to educate them on account of 
their poverty, the Public School is accepted only by those who have not 
pride of character enough to spurn such a gift, and of course, little else 
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than vicQ and immorality cova^ out of it. It is thus filled only with those 
wJio . have no Higher aspirations than to be able to write their oinC 
naineg, and to acquire enough of calculation to get through with the ^ 
merest necessities of life. Such must be the result of the jpoli'cy thai 
would restrict the public school in its aims and capabilities. 

,1 hazard nothing in saving that the elements of what are called tie' 
higher studies, introduced into our primary schpols, will seCur6 that love 
orstudy which will carry a pupil better and more rapidly through the'* 
driejr common branches. Their indirect influence in this diret^tion ja 
invaluable. Experience and observation confirm this. 

Tq some minds, the thought of Prussia and her school system majT 
arise. Bhe probably has the most perfect system of free schools upoa 
the ^lobe. The rapge of studies is extensive. All are required to at« 
tend during a period of years. If then, general education does s6 mndh 
to foster enterprise and advance the State, why is Prussia behind America? '^' 
The question is a fair one and may be successfully as well as fairly an- 
swered. Mere education without the opportunity for its use is of little 
worth. The governmental policy of Prussia does not open a very inviting 
field for general occupancy, and hence the opportunity, so nobly affordea 
by America, is lacking.. Could the American opportunity be add6d to the 
Prussian fitUng far different results would appear. 

* Thus far I have urged the introduction, of higher studies into our free 
schools. It remains to be considered whether they shall be taught indis* 
criminately in every district school, or shall have a definite place assigned 
them. . 

Economy and efficiency demand a gradation of schools. This matter 
has hcien well discussed and its claims are so well understood that we need ' 
not stop here to repeat what all so well know. In the cities and larger 
villages this system of gradation can be easily secured. But in rae 
majority of our towns a different system must be adopted. The number 
of pupils who, under the most favorable circumstances would pursue the 
higheir branches, is comparatively small. Their age is such as to admit 
of their traveling a greater distance, than most of the scholars in our 
primary schools could gp. The end may be accomplished in most cased 
by a union of districts for High School purposes. For this our laws make 
ample provision. The lack may be supplied temporarily by admitting th^' 
higher branches into the District Schools until wealth ana numbers war- 
rant a separation. 

The relation of the High School to other departments, furnishes a 
strong argument in favor of its necessity. The relative importance of 
High and Primary schools is not under discussion. If it were I should 
by every means within my power favor the claims of the Primary Schoah 
Its work is the foundation work and impresses itself i^poa all after edu- 
cation. To many it is the only soljooL To all it is the forming school. 
Still it is modified very much by anything that affects the whole system 
of which it is so important a member. The syfltwn which offers to schei- 
alrs the oppoortunity for a eemtilete fining for bum^ss, ok pr«^paration for 
GoUege, seenres the si^)part and sgrmpafcliy of the moi^ refined and better 
eduoated paarenti. Their children are se^t to. eaoh jdi the d^aiftmeiM» in 
order, and their influence is thlwrtieonred towards ib« , eJevaUpn of tho(ie> 
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wlio are less fartuDate in their parentage, and indirectly the whole sohool 
is raised in tone and efficiency. The presence of boys and girls well 
tipained at home, is of great value to the school. Take away tne oppor- 
tunity of higher instruction, and many if not all of the brighter and bet- 
ter scholars are removed from the schools. 

Farther than this, the stimulus given to pupils in lower departments bj 
the existence and apparently superior advantages of the higher, is worthy 
of consideration, 

By many of our schools proper teachers are not procurable unless the 
High School furnishes them. The best teachers are not tho^e who have 
kad all their training outside of the Common School. The ordinary Dis- 
trict School will not furnish well qualified teachers. The stream can not 
flow higher than the fountain. A successful carrying forward of the de- 
sign of the State in establishing Primary Schools, will demand the advan- 
tages and stimulus of the High School. No one will deny the duty of 
the State to make as effective as possible all her primary schools, since 
Bine- tenths of her sons and daughters will never enjoy any other advan- 
t^^es, Time saved in acquiring an education in well graded schools, is an 
item that will largely counterbalance the increased expense. Money saved, 
in' educating children at home, is another item to be placed upon the cred- 
it side of the account. Character formed, under the genial home influences, 
is of great value and is another credit. 

I have no time to enlarge upon these different points. I must be con- 
tent with merely stating them. The General Government has sought to 
foster education, and for that purpose has donated lands for University 
purposes and for Common School purposes. It cannot be presumed that 
it. designed that any such gulf sbould separate the two, to be bridged 
by private enterprise. The State accepted the trust and it is her duty to 
carry t)ut the design of the donor of these trust funds. Her duty to the 
Federal Government can alone be met by n^aking provision for free tuition 
of. all her youth, through all the various grades until the University 
course is completed. On the one hand all extravagant waste of fan& 
must be checked, and none the less earnestly must selfishness and parsi- 
inony be rebuked, and if possible, rooted out. It cannot be denied that 
most extravagant. expectations have been cherished as to the work of the 
High School. It may be relied upon to assist nature and to cultivate 
fields already existing, but those who would look for the creation as well 
as cultivation of fields, must be most grievously dis appointed. Our aim 
should be to mould a proper public sentiment with reference to the whole 
sehool. system, and then use our best endeavor* to realize all reasonable 
expecta^ons that may be formed with reference to it. 

IX. — COLLEGES, STATE UNIVERSITY, AND PRIVATE 

SCHOOLS. 

These Institutions have been of great value to the State. The yalue of 
eaeh is pr6portio&ed to the standard of scholarship it has established and 
maintained. Too 'many of bur Western ' Colleges and Univarsities haye 
b^en eiatiibllshed in advance of the demand for them, and yieidjnig to pe^ 
oteiltTy intenest, have &o lowered their standard as to make the very name 
a hy-word and reproach. Those interested in their success have to some 
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extent hindered the progress of Popular Education, and in so doing haye 
themsekes been the greatest sufferers. Wisconsin has suffered less m this 
regard than many of her sister States. The Colleges now in successful 
operation, have acted with prudent foresight, and in spite of the general 
downward tendency of the standard of Collegiate Education in the West^ 
they have most manfully elevated theirs. It has cost them a struggle, bnl 
it has been attended with . success. Some colleges of the State have a 
curriculum parallel with that of the best Colleges of the Eastern States, 
nor would they suffer at all in comparison with Harvard or Yale, in point 
of mental discipline. 

In a Register published by the students of one of these Institutions, 
occur the following words, which are equally applicable to all : 

'* Here we are taught Latin, and Oreek, and Mathematics, and Loyal- 
ty, but the greatest of these is Loyalty,^* ^ 

The Army List of Beloit College, with but 75 Alumni, embraces 64 
names. These 64 are in part Undergraduates. Lawrence University 
will show a large percentage of Graduates in the Army of the Union. 
The State University is not less loyal. Nor have the other Institutions, . 
of which no catalogues are at hand, been a whit behind their older sisters 
in this regard. 

These facts, which furnish a just occasion for pride to every loyal heart,, 
suggest that the draft made upon the young men of our State in the pres- 
ent crisis, may cripple seriously those Institutions which depend for their 
support upon numbers, ^s well as upon endowments. Such Colleges as 
are of established usefulness, have rendered the State important service, 
and have a just claim upon her for sympathy and temporary aid. This aid 
may be extended directly to the few Colleges, that have faithfully ful- 
filled their mission, by a small appropriation, or it may be given indirect- 
ly, as was done last winter in the case of Lawrence university, by such 
friendly legislation as will secure to them the possession of landed endosr- 
ments, without taxation, for a term of years. Neither course would cosi 
the State any sacrifice, while either would be a token of regard well-de- 
served. This aid, if given. at all,. should be extended only to such as 
show a disposition to labor for the promotion of a higher education. 

Theie is a vital connectioA between the Common Schools and the Col- 
leges of the State. The Public School is successful only as it has the 
sympathy and support of the more intelligent and refined. Whether such 
support be received or ,not^ depends in a measure upon the character of the 
Teacher. In our best Colleges correct habits of thought and of action 
are encouraged. The mental and the moral discipline of the student in- 
crease hia,C4pa(^t^ for usefulness. Many Graduates, with enlarged views, 
with keen sensibilities, and with enlightened conscience, eater the School 
Room as Teachers, Around them will be gathered, . as supporters, the - 
virtuous and the refined from all the walks of life. The Schools they 
teach are elevated, and the cause of sound learning, and moral culture, is 
thereby advanced. The Colleges are as elevated fountains, sending down 
healthful streams into tl^e plains below, but dependent for their supply ' 
upon the moisture exhaled from the plains which they eftridh. 

As I have traveled abovt the State I have bseu: often asked questions 
in regard to the State University, which show most lamentable igUQraoof . 
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With many the imjpression previ>ib that t|he State UniY^rsity 19 support- 
e4 oy direct taxation of the people. It is npt long since an intelligent 
znm was heard haranguing against the tJnlversity, because it was such % 
bwden upon the StatQ Treasury! The people 0^ Wisconsin have never 
yet paid one cent towards its support. On tne other hand the State has 
ci^jsged the University for the care of its Fund. That the tJniversity 
hfis not accomplished all that the funds at its disposal would have war- 
ranted jone in expecting, can not he denied. There has been too much 
loachinery connected with its management. Like nearly all State Insti- 
tutions it has been managed too much. The few past years have given 
heme of better things to come. 

There is a large number of Private Schools in the State serving a noble 
purpose. The necessity for their existence will cease when the people 
fully appreciate the capabilities of the Public School system and are pre- 
pared to acknowledge the claims of the High Sohool. Some of these 
sqbools are incorporated and have been in operation for many years. 
From these Academies and Seminaries has gone forth a large number of 
well qualified Teachers. The influence of these Schools is, as it ever has 
b^en, healthful. To them much of our present success is due. But in 
the larger towns the well conducted High School is supplanting them. 
They are needed only to subserve present emergencies. Some will con- 
tinue. The Public School will not please all, however admirably it may 
be suited to the wants of all. Denominational Schools will ever find a 
place. They may be made subservient to the general good. It is better 
to bid them God speed, than to waste time in fighting them. The efi'orts 
of all should be directed toward the elevation of the Public School, so 
t&ajb it may be placed above the sphere of petty jealousy. 

X; — INSTITUTES FOR THE BLIND, AND FOR THE DEAF 

AND DUMB. 

These schools are in a more prosperous condition than ever before. 
Still there are many needing the instruction they furnish, who are not 
found within their walls. The state should not rest content with fur- 
nishing suitable accommodations for these unfortunate children. No 
effort should be spared to secure the attendance of all entitled to the ad- 
vantages of these schools. I have esteemed it a privilege, as well as a duty, 
to call the attention of school officers to this matter. The parents of these 
unfortunate children, often through excessive tendernesa, deprive them of 
that instruction which can alone secure to them the blessings flowing , 
from a well cultivated mind. Some parents are too poor to send their 
children with a suitable outfit. Others preffer to try older and established 
institutions in other States. It gives me pleasure to be able to bear testi- 
mony to the excellent condition and management of both these schools. 
No better facilities are a£fbrded than are found at Janesville and Delavan. 
These schools are the offspring of a public charity, but they are not 
Charity Schools. Those needing instruction in them may claim it as a 
right. 

XL — COURSE OF INSTRUCTION FOR PUBLIC SCHOOLS.

All vegetation may be forced by artificial e^pedi- 
eiiitf^ but the order is the Bame, — ^^ the blade, the ear, the full corn[in the 
e«r/' Each period demands the performance of specific duties, A diU« 
gent and faithful performance of these duties, each in its appropriate time» 
wiU alone insure success. Impatience will not change the order of na- . 
ture, and the husbajidman hae learned '^ to labor and to wait.'' The, edu- 
cational world has not yet fully learned this lesson. In tho child slum* 
beris n 9oul that may become a living power. By aid of proper agencies 
titno will develop it. Each of these agencies must work in its own way, 
and at its own time. It will do no good to be impatient of results. Some 
may yield iruit earlier than others. None may be forced to maturity 
without loss. Fruit earliest matured, soonest decays. Especially is this 
tmd of hot-house fruits. The true teacher tow$ and tilU. Too many try 
to xeap. Hence we find little souls crammed to surfeit, urged along by 
stim^t&nts.to an unnatural, and, of course, unhealthy growth. 

I iiave before my mind's eye, a lad of fine physique, and of unusual 
weight of brain. From his earliest youth he has been goaded to a task 
beyond his years. By all the usual appliances devised by fond parents 
and ambitious teachers, he has been driven into Classics and H%her 
Mathematics. His mind has been crowded with food it has not strength 
to digest. This mental dyspepsia, in a lad scarcely in his teens, has po^ 
duced a languid listlessness, which shows itself in a vacant stare, a half . 
opened mouth, and an almost utter unoonsciousness of what is goiqg on 
arofiind him. '^ He is far in advance of other boys of his age," says his . 
tedeher. His ambitious parents repeat the assertion to their friends. 
Yet society will pass a far different judgment, when the lad, stepping into 
manbood, shall fall, under burdens which his less promising sekool-mates 
will easily bear. The discipline to which he has been subjected, will 
malce of him a noble recluse, but never a noble man. With a vigorous 
constitution, so noble a servant of a vigorous mind, one is the more sad- 
dened to find both master and servant crippled, hopelessly crippled. Nor 
is the picture drawn above, withont its counterpart in every community. 
Every school has its prodigy, who, in far too many cases, will develop 
into a prodigiong ^bunce. It is a well established fact, that food beyond 
the power of the stoyiaeh to digest, will sooner or later engender disease. 
It may for a time give unusual strength, by reason of its stimulating 
properties, and thus appear to give life, while it brings death. In tbis 
refi|»ect there is a close analogy between mind and body. 

In addition to these precautions it must be observed, that every wise 
hnsbandmati sows and tiUs with a full understanding that he will reap 
vjihat he sows, more or less modified by his tillage. All intelligent sup- 
porters of our Public School System look forward to a harvest of MxN. < 
Tke elements of Manhood are, Sealtk, Thought^ Heart and Wilh To the 
proper development of these elementsi eveiy system of Instruction should 
be made subservient. This admitted, we will consider the proper work of 
the Sehoo].Boom.. The requirements are of a general nature, and must . 
be die same whether the school be a Graded or a ]|iixed School. The 
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only difference is in qaantity, as by the peenliar character of the Ofsd«d 
School, better facilities are afforded, and the circumstanees warranting tkt 
establishment of a Graded School are such as to allow of longer termt of 
study and discipline. 

Again, it must be born in mind that the design of all school study and 
•discipline is two fold. Ist. The acquisition of knwledge or the storing 
of facts, and 2d, Development of Power. The best schools howerer are 
founded upon the acknowledgment of the two fold object above stated. 
Both ends must be had in view from the very commencement of the 
<!hi!d's school life. Any system which gives undue prominence to the 
first to the neglect of the latter, is a false system. The latter may be 
made prominent without so much danger, for as a general thing increased 
•capacity encourages acquisition. The child has no conception of the ob- 
jeet for which he is attending school. He is therefore completely under 
the control of the Teacher. Were Teachers just what they should be, 
fully impressed with the object of school instruction, the whole matter 
might be left with them and no course of study prescribed. But Teaoh- 
'Crs as well as pupils, need direction hence the necessity of agreeing upon 
some system that shall be followed in its general scope by all schools, 
leaving details to the arrangement of individual Teachers. 

There are some branches of study, that are pursued mainly for the ae- 
•quisition of facts. Such are Geography, History and kindred branches. 

Others tend almost exclusively to the development of power. Such axe 
Mathematical Studies, Drawing, and Reading in its relation to Vocal 
Culture. 

Still others serve a double purpose developing the man through the 
agency of facts, or developing power by the exercise necessary to secure 
the facts. Such are all Natural Sciences, and Classics when properly 
etudied. 

' This Analysis can only be approximate. It can not be doubted that 
the classification is, in general, in accordance with reason. 

Those who make the first class of studies their hobby, become walking 
encyclopedias, valuable only as books of reference. 

Those who become prodigies in the second class ot studies may have 
enormous capacity, but become little better than vacuums since they are 
at best rigid and impracticable. To this extreme most of our schools have 
rutt. Reading, Writing, Ciphering have been the unending round almost 
from time immemorial. The. error has not been in the ««e of these stu- 
dies, but in their ahme. They been made the end of all study, whereas 
they should be efficient helps to other and more important ends. 

In accordance with the old maxim, '< one extreme follows another," 
educationists have, within a few years, run after ohject teaching. The 
spelling book and the arithmetic must be laid aside that a shorter and 
pleasanfer route may be pursued up the hill of science. Scholars are to 
be manufactured by listening to crude, ill digested lectures upon Common 
Things by Teachers who have not themselves mastered the subject upon' 
which they treat. That the system of Object Teaching is a great improve- 
ment upon old systems I do not deny. All I would discourage is 6%fec*- 
hn Object teaching. The current is fully set. It will run with isufioient 
force and rapidity. It is wise to direct it, that its value may he made 
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fMj to appear. It needs cthecking lest it overbear all that is valuable^ 
in other studies, and in the end make a complete wreck of our educational 
W(Mrk. The danger under it is that our Bchools will turn out a <?la8s or 
pupiU with a smattering of all branches, and without certain definite 
ideas of anything. 

The studies of the Third Class are, without doubt, the most interesting,. 
and hence are good awakmers. Into all schools they should be introduced' 
in proper proportion. The subjects must be presented in a form suited to 
the capacity of the learner and should be carried as far as th^ character or 
the school and the time of the learner will admit. 

Three .studies at a time are as many as can be profitably pursued. Nor* 
would I advise a less number. A portion of each day should be devoted 
to each of the three classes of studies I have alluded to. The number of 
exercises for the day must depend upon the ago of the pupil. Theciiild 
mnat be gradually introduced to the use of Text Books. Until Ik^ be- 
eonies familiar with their use the exercises must be short. The teacher 
is bis Text Book. Each branch of study may be taken up several times 
each day, with the understanding that the pupil is to be dismissed from 
its consideration, while his interest in it is fully alive. As yoars are ad- 
ded to the child's, life, his exercises may be less frequently varied. 

According to Aristotle, '^ A child has little or nothing within its mjnd. 
It therefore learns more easily during childhood, just as we can more 
easily remember the experiences of the morning than those which hap- 
pened at a later hour.*' This fact enforces the importance of care in the* 
selection of topics to be presented. Simple, truthful stories should be re- 
cited. Some interesting facts should be brought to the notice of the ehild.. 
Culture ot the voice, the hand, the eye should be made prominent in this 
incipient stage. Very early in the child's life number will claim atten- 
tion. Number, both absolute and relative, as connected with the thingi 
studied will introduce the child to Mathematical Studies. The object is 
to awaken the child's mind to activity, and then to direct its energies into 
proper channels. 

<' When the understanding of the child awakens " saysComenius, 'Uhe- 
foundation should be laid in everything which it will have to learn in 
after Kfe — in physics, by beginning to know stones, trees, plants, &0. ; in^ 
Optics, by distinguishing light, darkness, color. &c.; in Astronomy^ by 
observing the sun, moon, stars and their movements ; in Geography, by 
proceeding from the knowledge of the cradle to that of the room, the 
nouse, the streets, the field and so on." From the very outset the ele- 
ments of Manhood should be kept in view, and prominent above the^ 
others, especially in the Primary Schools, should be Health and Heart. 

For the purpose of giving a moro practical turn to the subject I ap- 
pend a Syllabus of Studies, modeled andarranged in accordance with the 
views I have expressed above. For convenience, I have divided School 
life into three . periods, and havtt fixed limits upon the basis of age- 
Though this is not always the most reliable, it is more generally reliable 
than any other. 

The nrst period, from 4 to 7 years of age, covers the time for Oral In- 
Miruetion and may be styled the Receptive Period. The second period,, 
from 7 to 12 years of age, covers the time when Oral Instruction 49hoald 
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t>e ceni^l^d with a proper vao of Text Book«, rii«1 may be called tbe jBb- 
€ieptive <md Re/kctive Period. The third period, from 12 to 18 years of 
age, may be called the Reflective Period, whorein Topics are assigned for 
pupils to study and discuss. 

Very few pupils are found in our Public Schools bevoad the age of 18 ; 
lience I have not deemed it wise to extend the list beyond what may be 
learned within that time under ordinary circumstanees. The coarse may 
be extended through a complete College Curriculum, giviag prominence 
to the Second and Third Classes. 

Here I would remark that the practice of allowing pupils to follow 
their own inclination as to Studies to be pursued, in o&er words to study 
what they like and neglect what they dislike, should be by ^1 means die- 
<;ouraged. 

Oenerally the element most sought is the one least needed. Pupils 
should be most encouraged to study what they least fkncy. In profession- 
al schools it may be safe to follow inclination, but in the primary schods 
the foundations should be laid broad and deep in all tliat enters into ike 
composition of a true scholar. The foundation work should be the same, 
whatever the specialty of the man may be. As has been already inti- 
mated no one class of studies may be safely omitted. We have far too 
many sharp featured, loose jointed specialists^ too few compact and well 
rounded scholars. But to return to the plan proposed :

In mixed soliools, classes may be so arranged as to earry oat to a greater 
or less degree the plan above indicated. The instruction of the first 
period, to all who oan not attend a Graded School, should be furnished as 
\^.x as , possible at home. Wbere, the lack of home instruction must ^e 
8i2|^Ued by the Teacher of the Mixed School, i}he tact and inventiye 
genius of the Teacher must be in active exercise. In such cases it would 
be better to give to these primary classes the greater part of one half'the 
day, and dismiss them for the remainder of the time. One-third of the 
' t\m/^ should be given to each of the three general divisions of studieiSy at 
lea&it as far as they are indicated above. , ^ « 

XII— STATE TEACHERS' ASSOCIATION. 

The Tenth Annual meeting of the Association was held at Jane^ville, 
July 29th, 30th, 31st, anid August 1st. The number in attendance ^i^as 
larger than ever before. Nearly 400 were enrolled as members. The 
exercises of the session were of a practical nature. Nearly all the titoe 
was occupied in the discussion of topics having intimate conneotion with 
the work of the school-room. The able addresses of Hon J. M. 
GREaoRY, Superintendent, of Schools of Michigan, Hon. N. BArftB- 
mAn, Superintendent of Schools of Illinois, and Rev. J. J. Blais- 
' DELL, Professor of Rhetoric in Beloit College, furnished much food for 
thought, and made an impression upon all present which will secure las^g 
good to our schools. "" 

The people of Janesvilletipkred' no pains to make the stay of Teachers 
with them pleasant and profitable.' Special praise is due to the Board of 
Education of the city. No pleasanter or more profitable session has 
been held. Its influence must reach every part of the Stato. 

XIIL— NEEDED LEGISLATION, 

As important amendments have been made to the Sehool Law Bintoe 
1859, when the last School Code was published, it has become almost a 
necessity that a new Code be prepared. Besides this, the tupply of 
Codes is nearly exhausted. 

While makiDg provision for the ^publication of another edition of the 
School <?ode, a fkvorable opporluni^ is* presented for the ifitroduotion of 
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juoh amendmonta as experience has shown to be absolutely neoessary. 
nrithout going Into detail, I will suggest in a general way, suoh as are 
specially needed : . 

1. Such amendments as are necessary to adapt the law to the County 

2. The time for holding the Annual Meeting in the several School 
Districts should be changed. Many of our schools commence early in 
September. It is important that the Annual Meeting should be held 
previous to the opening of the School in all cases. The Tax voted at 
the Annual Meeting has a very important bearing upon the interests of 
the School. OfEicers just about to retire from office are unwilling to 
make contracts with Teachers, since the action of the Annual Meeting 
may render their contract absolutely null, so far as the District is con- 
ooncerned. Most of our best Teachers are engaged for the winter schools 
before the last of September. The power to make an absolute con- 
tract should be given to School Officers before that time, so that such 
engagements may be, as far as possible^ beyond atay contingency. Re- 
ports are required to be made bearing date the Slst day of August in 
each year. The Annual Meeting is held nearly a year previous to the 
date of the report. The District Clerk would find in the reports made 
by the several officers many fhcts of interest, without which his report is 
necessarily incomplete. These considerations urge the change of the 
Annual Iileeting to a time immediately preceding the close of the School 
Tear. I would recommend a change :ft:om the last Monday of September 
to the last Monday of August. Such a change has already been secured 
by single districts in^ several instances. It can work injury to none, 
while it wiH be of decided benefit to very many. 

3. Such provisions with reference to remedies, penalties and forfeit- 
ures as shall render more sure and speedy the enforcement of the Law. 

4. The addition of such penalties as shall ensure the faithful dboharge 
of duty on t^e part of officers who are changed with the making of Re- 
ports upon which depends the distribution of r ubUc Funds. Eaoii officer 
should be held liable to the County, the Town, or the District, for any loss 
arising through his negleot. 

5. The affidavit of the District Clerk should be required, as to the 
eorreotness of his return of School Children. Through carelessness in 
this regard, great injustice has in some instances been done. , 

XIV.— GENERAL REMARKS, 

MOBAL XBUOATION. 

There is no truth more universally admitted than that man possesses 
moral faculties, which, if properly cultivated, conduce to his own happi- 
ness and to the welfare of community. The State, as well as individuals, 
therefore has a vital interest in the proper training of these moral facul- 
ties. This truth is more readily acknowledged than it is keenly felt. In 
man's moral nature is the fountain of his mightiest influence. *^ Enowl- 
edlge is power,'' but mere knowledge is an undirected power. To use the 
expressive language of Hon. J. M. Gregory, in a late Report to the Leg> 
ialature of Michigan :^* The trained intellec|) is indeed apiwer, butso 
' >ahMi ia a.whirlwindm Of what value is power, when.net under the control

of wisdom, and directed to uaefal purposes? Wo ' maj well ptUso snd; ' 
ask : Are we conierrtng either a blessing upon oar children, or a benefit 
upon the State, if our schools do not improve the hearts of their pupik 
as well as increase their intelligence." 

But my object is not to discuss this question at length. I do not deem 
such discussion necessary. It is my purpose rather to enquire whether 
the schools of this State are doing all that can be done toward the culture 
of the morals and manners of their pupils, and to suggest briefly certain 
agencies that may be successfully employed in this direction. 

The following extracts from a letter received a short time since from 
Hon. E. Root, ^rmer State Superintendent of this State, and now County > 
Superintendent of Fond du Lac County, express very clearly my views as 
to thp first point alluded to : 

" From the observation and experience of my whole life, and especially 
from diligent inquiry among the most intelligent men and women of the 
county for the last six months, I am satisfied that the chief obstacle to the 
progress and elevation of the Common Schools, has been and now is, Hn^' 
fact^ that bad morals and bad manners are suffered to prevail in and about 
them. Parents of intelligence and refinement have often said to me thai, 
they were afraid to send their children to them — ^that if they did, their 
children were there brought in immediate contact with profane swearing, 
rudeness, and vulgarity in words and actions, of the most disgusting kind; 
that if this feature, in those schools, could not be changed, they never 
could be made suitable places for the proper education of youth. Is not- 
this so ? I have publicly interrogated teachers and scholars on this sub* 
jeot in the schools that I have visited, and in every instance, but one, 
th3 admission was freely made, that profanity and vulgarity were vices 
that prevailed among them. > 

'' I have invariably directed all the rhetoric that I possess, against thesd 
vices ; but the difficulty of eradicating evil habits is very great, and can 
only bo accomplished by proper instruction and a course of rigid disci- 
pline. Common Schools will never enjoy the confidence and respect ot 
people of intelligence and refinement, until morals and manner? receive 
a much greater share of attention in them than they now do. Has not 
the time arrived for greater efforts in this direction ? What is scholar- 
ship worth when associated with vulgarity and depravity ? Ought there 
not to be as much pains taken, in the schools, to make a boy a geHUeman^ . 
as there is to make him a scholar f In the term gentleman I include 
purity of morals as well as gracefulness of manners. Parents desire their 
SOBS to be gentlemen, and their daughters to be ladies, as well as to be 
scholars. And it is my opinion that efforts iu this direction will be^ 
warmly seconded and sustained by both parents and children. How shall 
we go to work then to effect this change in our schools, and to secure 
what Milton calls the " * virtuous education of youth ?' " 

The Creator has made avenues to the heart from each of the external, 
ACDses. Those most used lead from the eye and the ear. 

Real beauty attracts the eye and gains ijke heart. Hence— 
"A thing of beauty is a joy forever." 
Man is ennobled by the presence of beautiful objects, and is degraded bj" 
eoataot with filth and squalor. In our race after the useful, we have un-^ 
6SsuP? 
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dbfsatadtho.baautifnl. Our dwelKnp, our furniture, our gardens, •of 
fidda allow tbia ;• but in our Sohool Houses and tboir aurroundiBga is it. 
BiM Jameutably apparent School Houses are educators. They teaob 
every day lessons of neatness, economy and thrifty or encourage sloth, 
recklessness and tnianoy, which is but another name for crime. Neat and 
commodious school houses are but the exception, when they should be 
the rule. 

But beautiftil forms alone are not sufficient to the end sought. The 
more clearly beauty is discerned, tho more powerful will its influence be. 
The ^ye needs training. The Taste must be cultivated. As a Schbol ex- 
ercise, Drawing from Models, or from Nature, should be taught. 

Through the ear, too, the heart may be reached. ^^Music hath charms 
to soothe the savage breast." 

"The mAn that hath no music in himself, 

Nor is not moved with ooncord of sweet sounds, * n^f^ 

Is fit for treasons, stratagems and spoils." 

Thk nigral influence of music is not sufficiently prized. The ^< concord of 
B4r^i sounds " softens and subdues man's baser passions and elevates and 
etvnobles him. This agency becomes much more effective when noble 
sentiments are borne to the heart through the channel opened by song. 
llNisie should find a place in every school. 

; As another indirect agency, proper Physical culture should be system* 
atioally pursued ; not that culture which simply develops muscle, but th»t 
winch promotes grace of motion, ease oi manner, healthful digestion, so 
pn>duotive of peace and tranquillity ; that which recognises the body as 
a< servant of a higher nature. The intimate relation existing between 
mind and body is universally acknowledged. The influence of the body 
upon the moral nature, is as certain, though not as readily admitted. 1)1 
nature is the fruit of unhealthy bodily conditions. The animal appetites, 
ptfopebsities and passions are often stimulated by improper diet. The reg- 
ulation of our diet, and its adaptation to our circumstances, are of greiat 
importance to this end, that the animal may be in subjection to the high- 
er nature. 

Physiology and Hygiene are proper studies for the accomplishment of 
this object. 

We are influenced more by example than by precept. Our moral fac* 
ulties are exercised- in the line of stronger influences. Correct example 
is of incalculable value to our schools. The Teacher stands before hia 
pupils^ as the subject before the Camera of the Artist. His moral linea- 
ments appear upon the heart of the child as do the natural features upon 
the Daguerrean plate. The Teacher's spirit, like the silent laven, assimi* 
latesaH it comes in contact with. The inner life and the outward con- 
duet of the Teacher can not be too pure. 

I quote again from Mr. Gregory : '< The teacher is the living presence^ 
whose example and influence fill the moral atmosphere of the school-room 
with a wholesome fragrance, or taint it with poisonous vice. No qualifi- 
cation of the teacher is so important as those moral attributes which win 
children by their kindness, and inspire them by their purity. There are 
teachers whose goodness is so evident, that vice feels abashed in their 
presence, and whose genuine kindness of heart is so genial, that eve^J 
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it

f WiA a. wedc and seUSsb, or a passionate and flretfol teacber, the very 
air of tbe Bcbool-room will be haunted with a spirit of evil and mlsrae^ 
and no amount of Bible reading and public prayers can make the moral 
inflitettote good. The teacher who would successfully teach morals, must 
](<^^ii} aetive exeroise the kindliest feelings of his heart. Let him aim 
s^t^^diiy and honestly to be what he would have his pupils become, and 
ask PQ more of goodness in them than he eithibits in himself.'* 

Imffjpf liEtiHi as these indiseet agencies are, they cannot do away with the 
mi^e^ity^of cfireo^ and ponitke moral instruction. I can not better ex- 
piieflsmiji idea than to quote the language of the statute of Massachusetts. 
*< It shaUlbe.the duty c^lihe Teachers to use their best endeavors to im- 
<^pr^sB np0B the xoindfl of the youth committed to their care and instruc- 
'^iiQUi tl^ principles of piety, justioe, and a sacred regard to truth, love 
<< tf> tiikek oountry, humanity, and unirersal benevolence, sobriety, indus- 
'^ tnr» fru^attty^ clunstity, modevation, temperance, and those other virtues, 
<^ wbieh are the ornament of human society, and the basis upon which a 
^'icepubli^aii constitution is founded ^ and they shall endeavor to lead their' 
^! pi^ilSf fts &^ &gC9 ^^^ eapaeities will allow, into a clear understands 
" ing of the tendency of these virtues, to preserve and perfect a repubti- 
'''Oait»€^natUution, and to secure the blessings of liberty, as weH as to pro- 
".vaate their own happiness; and they shall point out to them the evil 
" tendency of the opposite vices." 

This rule may be safely followed, since it does not in any wise give 
countenance to sectarian instruction, which our Constitution properly for- 
bids. 

Blvery. means suited to the ends sought may be used by the teaeheri 
provided he does not transcend Constitutional limits. 

This positive moral instruction should never be given in the fqrm of 
set lectures. ESvery exercise of the school room should be made a lesson 
in morals and manners. All the incidents gathered by a Teacher who 
has his eyes and ears open, both in the street and the school room, may 
be turnea to good account. Acts ot benevolence, generosity, kindness, 
forgiveness, patience, meekness, self control, on the part of pupils may be 
noticed and encouraged. Acts of an opposite nature should not pass un- 
rebuked, but the occasion should be studied, and a proper spirit ever 
manifested. Examples of virtue may be selected from the good of past 
timesj or the present age. Some noble pattern of virtue should be kept 
before the eye of the child. 

A little work entitled ^< Moral Lessons,'' by M. F. Cowdery of Sandus- 
ky, Ohio, may be of service to the teacher. Such lessons each Teacher 
should gather from the field of his observation or experience, and have 
them at command. 

But one point more and I have dene for the present. The subject of 
sports is one that should be carefully studied. The child must have re- 
creation. Teachers sometimes forget that they were once children. 
Children love sport. It is cruel, it is unnatural to deny them the privil- 
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6ge of indolffing in some innocent games. At no otker time, kowerev, 
daring the child's life, is he 8o|[8usoeptible to evil influences as when at 
play. He comes more immediately into the presence of those less refined 
than himself, and with his mental powers for the time being absorbed in 
the one purstut, evil habits almost imperceptibly creep npon him. To 
deny him all play would be a still greater eril. Hear Mr. Wells, 8aper> 
intendent of the Schools of Chicago, upon this point : 

<< The teacher who regards his duties as less responsible while the chil- 
dren are assembled on the schocl premises, out of school hours, than 
while they are in their seats before him, has most unworthy views of his 
profession. If an improper and protracted intimacy exists between a 
pupil of correct habits and one whose example and influence are known to 
be injurious, the teacher has an important duty to discharge. If pupils 
indulge in the use of profane or vulgar language on the play -ground, it is 
the teacher's duty to know and correct it. Whatever other duties are 
left to suffer from neglect, these must not be. The teacher should ever 
be a welcome observer of the sports and exercises of the children, and 
his intercourse with them should be such as to inspire the feeling that he 
is among them as a friend and protector, and not as a spy. It is during 
these periods of relaxation that teachers are emphatically in locoparenHs^ 
to guard the morals and manners of the children committed to thoiroare." 

The child in the street and at home will be very much what he is on 
the school play -ground. 

When the subject of moral education shall have received its proper 
share of attention in our schools, then, and not till then, may we expeot to 
reidize the full benefits of a noble Free School System. 

CONCLUSION. 

The times, so fraught with danger, demand an earnest and faithful sup-^ 
port of all that contributes to the safety and perpetuity of our Free In- 
stitutions. 
Nothing is of more importance to this end than the Free School. 
I commend it to your careful and intelligent consideration.
